Ir is again our melancholy duty to call earnest and urgent attention 
to the pogroms constantly occurring in Eastern Europe, mainly Poland. 
Scarcely a day passes without some detailed report of new horrors com- 
mitted against hundreds and thousands of helpless and innocent men, 
women, and children. When these atrocities were first described in the 
Press a few weeks ago, they were denounced—probably in truth—as 
containing an element of exaggeration. But no such charge has been, 
or can be, made in respect of the reiterated tales which are now coming 
in terrible sequence from Poland; and it is not permissible for 
the conscience of Christian Europe, which is even at this moment 
considering the expulsion of the Turks from Europe, to be stilled by 
reason of the excesses of previous reports. These attacks are not 
spasmodic outbreaks. They seem part of a deliberate campaign to settle 
the Polish Jewish question by extermination—much in the same way as 
the Turks sought to solve their Armenian difficulty. At the rate at which 
the operation is proceeding, and with the Polish authorities as indifferent 
as they evidently are, the tragic goal would seem to be not altogether 
unattainable. But are the nations to sit with folded hands while this 
monumental crime is consummated? What are the Entente and 
associated statesmen at Paris waiting for,and of whom are they afraid ? 
Surely even consistency must count for something. If the salvation of 
the small peoplesis in question, has the Jewish Community of Poland no 
claims upon the diplomatists at Versailles? We cannot believe that 
these gentlemen who are carving up the world are powerless in the 
face of the urparalleled infamy of a little State of their own creation. 
Nor can we believe that Mr. Ceci, HARMSWoRTH, the Under-Secretary 
for Foreign Affairs, who answered questions on the subject put to him in 
the House of Commons this week, is himself satisfied with the part which 
the Government is playing, at all events as revealed by his answers, 


Public Opinion. 

Mr. HARMSWORTH admitted the shooting of thirty-four Jews 
at Pinsk last month. But he added that, “according to information 
furnished by the Polish authorities, these persons were implicated 
in a plot to seize, disarm, and kill a small Polish outpost on the 
Eastern frontier." A more lame and unconvincing assertion we have 
never heard. We should require a lot of evidence before we credited the 
statement that a number of Jews, would, in the existing state of feeling, 
meet together to discuss such a plot. Surely the counter-assertion of 
thé Jewish members of the Enquiry Committee is far more plausible, 
viz., that these young Zionists whd were massacred bad gathered with 
the innocent purpose of considering the distribution of American food 
supplies. In any case, there can be no excuse for the remorseless 
shooting down of these men. If the Polish Government is a Govern- 
ment, its proper course was to put those whom they accuse on trial— 
before a Court-Martial if necessary. Not even the present unsettled 
state of things can justify the Government in proceeding by way of indis- 
criminate killing. As for Mr. HARMSWORTH’S further statement that 
H.M. Minister at Warsaw has no knowledge of the Vilna pogrom, we can 
only point out that the Warsaw Jewish papers, under the eye of the 
Censor, are stated to have confirmed the reports of the outbreak. As we 
have said, we cannot believe that the Under Secretary for Foreign Affairs 
is content with the matter as his answers now leaveit. There is at 
present an international gathering of Jews in the French capital. These 
distinguished coreligionists have the right to intervene—for the protec- 
tion of Polish Jewry. But, if they are helpless, then it is for Jews 
in this and other countries to rouse public opinion. We refuse to 
believe, until we are compelled to do so, that the nations will 
condone the deliberate doing to death of two million souls. Unhappily 
events, as they are shaping in Eastern Europe, point to the likelihood of 
these brutal excesses against our people increasing both relatively and 


actually. The military measures that are in active operation mean that 
the evil spirit of disorder which is always their invariable accompaniment 
will find its best opportunity of venting itself upon the Jews. We Jews 
of other lands cannot stand listlessly by and see this infamy come to pass 
without an effort being made by us to save our brethren. And we feel 
that the time has come—nay, is overdue—for our taking measures for 
making that effort an effectual one. 


National Rights for Jews. 


WE prirctin another column an article from the pen of Mr. ALBERT 
M. HyYAM#ON, in which that gentleman makes a strong plea for the granting 
of National Rights to Jews, as such, in certain countries in Eastern 
Europe. Mr. HYAMSON bases himself upon the proposal that is 
finding considerable favour that in certain States the inhabitants “ should 
be organised not on the model of those of Western Europe but on 
anew one,” the electorates of those States being “grouped, not 
geographically as has hitherto been the case elsewhere, but in 
Nationalities,” and he argues thatin such circumstances Jews havea right 
to be deemed one of such nationalities.. The question is a very wide one, 
presenting many difficult points for consideration. But it occurs to 
us that the proposed system is itse'f an objectionable one, which 
must tend to preserve internal differences where it is adopted, 
and, therefore, to the extent to which the Jewish claim to National 
Rights supports and encourages the system that claim is unfortunate. 
But we feel that it is also objectionable from the Jewish point of view, and 
that it is undesirable in Jewish interests that political nationality should 
be demanded by Jews anywhere save in reference to the National Home 
of the Jewish people. In Palestine the Jew can become politically a 
National Jew, and for that reason we give our hearty support to the 
Zionist Movement. But in other countries, the Jew is and must be 
politically the national of the country of which he is the subject. In 
the Diaspora the Jew is Jew religiously or ethnically, but not politically, 
although it may be true that in Poland, for instance, there is a large 
population of Jews, as Mr. HYAMSON points out, “living their own lives, 
speaking their own language,’ and who have not become politically 
assimilated. Mr. HYAMSON says that the fact that this state of 
affairs exists is sufficient for the question not to be ignored. We 
agree; but that forms no reason for the state of affairs being accentuated 
and deepened: as we cannot doubt it would be, if Jews were permanently 
segregated politically from their fellow subjects in countries in which they 
reside. It may well be that faute de mieux in order to secure their rights 
as a minority, Jews may be compelled to ask for separate recognition. 
But we have no doubt of the evil of the system that will force them to 
adopt such a position. As we say, the problem presents more than one 
point of view, and we notice that such pronounced Anti-Nationalists as 
Mr. LvuciEN WoLr and Major LauRIE. MAGNUS are (like Mr. 
HYAMSON, whois a Nationalist) not unfavourable to the conferment of 
national rights upon Jews in Eastern Europe. We cannot suppose that 
the two first-named gentlemen have, to put it at the least, been influenced 
in their view by the prejudice that might be caused to Jewish political 
nationality in Palestine. But that is a consideration that, for our part, 
we cannot and do not ignore. 


Zionist Prospects. 


Tue Peace Conference has apparently not yet settled the fate of the 
Turkish Empire and the distribution of its territorial assets. Reports 
have, however, been published during the past week which indicate that 
Great Britain is to be given the mandate in respect of Palestine, that for 
Syria being awarded to France. It is to be hoped that this is an intelli- 
gent anticipation of the facts, for, with this country as the Mandatory 
Power in the Holy Land, the aspirations of Zionism should be secure. 
The Government, through the mouth of Mr. BALrourR, is pledged to the 


establishment in Palestine of a National Home for the Jewish 
people. Nothing, we are convinced, will deflect it from the 


honourable execution of its solemn undertaking. The form of 
the mandate wou'd still remain to be decided, and much, no 
doubt, would depend upon its terms. But, we do not fear that they are 
in the least likely to be inconsistent with the famous Declaration, whioh 
LORD READING, in bis magnificent address tothe Judeans, which we repro- 
duce in full in another column, described as “the kindling of a great 
light in Israel"’—his lordship’s enthusiasm for the Declaration, by the 
way, should be a lesson to those coreligionists who see in it a peril to 
their British citizenship. Nor are we in the least anxious lest 
England, of all countries, should ride off, on a matter of detail, from 
the great purpose which it proclaimed, and which was such tidings of 
joy to the Jewish people. It is on Great Britain, deriving its powers 
wholly from that fount of international justice, the League of Nations, 
that Jewish hopes now rest. The League may assuredly be relied upon 
to strengthen and uphold the British purpose, while its ultimate 
authority will relieve the Palestine of the Jews from the peril of inter- 
national jealousies. We await with hope and with confidence the 
publication of the League’s mandate, now, we are convinced, not long to 
be delayed. In the meantime Zionist activity proceeds apace—to what 
an extent a perusal of the voluminous accounts advertised by the 
Organisation in this issue will show. Having regard to the difficulties 
amid which the work has been carried on, especially in Palestine, where 
Zionist labours were sometimes pursued within sound of the guns in the 
firing line, it occurs to us that the figures tell a story of much administrative 
energy. We have no doubt that the supporters of the Movement in this 
country will see to it that the amount allocated to be found by them iu the 
Organisation’s Budget (4100,000) will be forthcoming. It must not be 
forgotten that the movement is at this moment in Jewish history being 
given the chance of twenty centuries, not alone for the redemption of the 
land of our hope and our glory, but still more for the salvation of our 
people. For it is our firm belief that only by the national rehabilitation of 
Jews can we become equipped as a people for the effectual performance 
on earth of that world-mission, for carrying out which we believe we have, 
in the language of the prayer-book, beem preserved and kept alive unto 
this season. 
In the Seers’ Footsteps. : 

TuE Jewish Peace Society, of which the CHIEF RABBI is the Presi- 
dent and the Rev. Morgis JOSEPH the Chairman, has taken a great: 
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and significant step. It has initiated the formation of a League of 
Keligions for the promotion of Peace. The League has the support o 
many representative Jews, and the blessing of numerous prominent 
non-Jews, lay and clerical, and it promises to take definite shape in the 
more or less near future. We congratulate the Society upon its 
admirab'e initiative. It has undertaken a work as truly and 
profoundly Jewish as any that our people have put their hands to in 
all their long history. Judaism has a mission to fulfil, and surely the 
promotion of peace on earth and goodwill among men must be its highest 
purpose. The Society, therefore, by the steps it has taken, is doing 
not a liitle to promote the Jewish Mission, for it is bringing the 
inspired message of the Prophets to the distracted world of to-day. 
The Society has, with real insight, seized the central truth of the 
present position. It has seen that the League of Nations—a frail 
experiment battling with the inveterate prejudices and animosities 
of centuries—must be actively supported and fortified if it is 
to do all that its fervent creators hope. There will come, sooner, 
alas, perhaps than we wish, great crises which will test the 
metal of the League. If it fail, the tale of misery and suffering will be 
beyond the power of pen todescribe. It is against such trials and ordeals 
that the League must be strengthened. There must be arrayed behind it 
what the Jewish Peace Society calls the “ educated conscience of man- 
kind,” and it is to bring that “conscience” into being that the League of 
Religions is being formed. It is a holy task, upon which hangs in no small 
measure the peace of all the world and the fate of civilisation. Itisa 
work which it is a high privilege and duty for Jews to originate, and an 
obligation upon the part of every other creed to support. It asks no sur- 
render of religious belief. It demands no yielding of individual liberty. It 
calls but for one great and glorious effort to stand up boldly to the brutal 
and the covetous passions in men and to hold aloft the finest ideals of 
all faiths. And from this very union of warring creeds may come a 
mitigation of the ceaselessly flowing tide of bitterness that has so often 
devastated the world. WD fferent creeds and different faiths will, in their 
common labour for all peoples, learn to know and understand one 
another, and in the process we cannot doubt that there will emerge aright 
and true appreciation of the grandeur and the beauty of Judaisin. Thus 
will it become a great world-faith of all faiths, a universal religion of 
all religions—a realisation of the loftiest and the most exalted hopes of 
Hebrew teaching, as revealed to the great seers and prophets of ovr 
people. 


An Irreparable Loss. 


Tue tragic death of M. AARONSON will evoke widespread and 
heartfelt sorrow. M. AARONSON was proceeding by airplane on a quasi- 
official mission to Paris, when the machine crashed ta Boulogne Harbour, 
and the accident cost this very practical dreamer of dreams his life. It 
has unhappily also cost the Jewish people a fine personality which it could 
never less than now afford tolose. M. AARONSON was notonlya Zionist 
ardent in his conviction. He worked with skill and zeal for the faith that 
was in him, and his labours, more particularly as an expert in Palestinian 
agriculture, were full of rich promise. How valuable they had already 
proved, both the british and American Governments, who wisely 
utilised his great gifts and ardour, realised. By his death many have 
lost a charming friend, to whom they were endeared. But the Jewish 
cause is bereft of a very pillar of support. 


The Great Communal Scheme. 


WE are glad to know that what promises to be the most representa. 
tive gathering in the history of English Jewry is, at the instance of Mr. 
ROBERT WALEY-COHEN and Major IF. C. STERN, in process of being 
convoked to discuss the proposed Jewish War Memorial, and worthily to 
set its foundations. The scheme, of which we have already given details, 
can prove of incalculable value in reorganising our ecclesiastical arrange- 
inents and in reviving Jewish religious enthusiasm. Kut it can also; 
under the guidance of Mr. LIONEL DE ROTHSCHILD, whose active 
association with it will be noted with pleasure, be made a great 
opportunity for assuaging communal feelings, drawing together all sorts 
and conditions of men and women in the Community and thus 
becoming a powerful influence in galvanising the life of British 
Jewry. As it stands, it is probably the most ambitious proposal yet 
broached to our Community. It is large in conception and appeals to 
the imagination. Looked at from this aspect alone, its utility may be 
marked, It can lift us out of our apathy and give Jewish affairs a restored 
attraction alike for the masses and for the men of leisure, who have been 
turning more and more to non-Jewish quarters as fields for public work. 
For these reasons, we are glad that the Community is at this early stage 
to be taken fnto consultation, and to be made to feel that the plan is their 
plan, depending for its success on their efforts. We are looking for- 
ward with great hope to this great Jewish educational movement to give 


a fresh impetus to the communal machine, which has for years been visibly 
slowing down, 


Some Practical Considerations. 


Bur it will be on the various directions in which the movement will 
take shape that attention will most be concentrated. One of these, asa 
letter which we printed last week from “Clericus Judaicus” urged, 
should be the endowing of a central fund for the payment of ministers’ 
salaries. When our clergy are guaranteed a living wage and are released 
from a humbling servitude to synagogal officials, and when the Ministry, 
ceasing to be a blind alley occupation without joy for the present, 
or hope for the future, offers such chances to zeal and merit as are 
proposed by the suggested creation of District Rabbinates, then we shall 
be well on the way to a religious revival. Of that revival a strengthened 
and re-animated clergy, drawing its members from all classes and inspired 
by the best ideals of Jewish and British education, is a leading 
condition. That the scheme now before the Community holds within it 
the promise of such a development is its crowning recommendation. 
We would add a strong hope that the new Jews’ College will be 
conducted on the broadest principles. It would, in our firm belief, 
be a serious mistake, for instance, to open its doors only to professed 
students for the Ministry. very Jew should be allowed, what- 
ever his intended subsequent vocation, to drink of the fount of 
Jewish: learning which is to flow copiously within its walls, There

THE CALL OF THE KIDDIES. 


By Mentor. 


HAYS you ever, dear reader, travelled upon a boat when the 
weather has been wild and the sea raging, when the tempest 
howled around your head and the swirling waters renderedthe vessel 
more like a churn than a passenger transport; when you found 


Jt diffeult to keep your sea-legs on deck and unpleasant to be 
below? Of course, you have! And do you recollect the feeling that 


pervaded you, as the boat rode into the smooth waters and the wind. 


changed from a roaring tempest to a gentle zephyr, as the lowering sky 
cleared and the sun lit up the erstwhile darkened heavens? Of course, 
you do} And so you will be able to understand something of my 
sentiments, at this moment, as I turn from questions that are 
rending the community and giving it a wretchedly bad headache; when I 
leave behind, for the moment at least, the raucous cry of contending 
factions and approach a subject upon which I verily believe that even a 
body of Jews would find it difficult to raise question or objection, It is 
like coming out into the glorious daylight, after travelling through the dark 
turmnel, to use a metaphor of which the Prime Minister is particularly proud. 
It is like meandering along the beantiful countryside, after haying 
trudged the hot pavements of the city streets, or like resting by 
the glorious shore, after slaving and toiling in some noisome hive of 
industry. « It is like a breath of fresh air, after being compelled to breathe 
the fetid atmosphere of the workshop and the factory. The sense of 
exhilaration and happiness is akin to that which little children feel who 
are taken from the grime-bedecked surroundings of the town—the work of 
man—into the sun-kissed ways of the countryside—the work of God. 


It is precisely a transformation of this nature to which I am anxious 
to direct the attention of those who are good and kind enough to read 


these words-—gooc and kind enough because the words are meant for the 
special perusal of the goodly and the kindly, those of good heart and 
kindly disposition. It is precisely the thought I am anxious to bring 
to mind of those—the little children—who are pent up during 
all the long year in the slums and alleys of the town, in the 
filthy backways in which their homes have, in present conditions, to 
be made for them—little children, of our own flesh and blood, little 
Jews and Jewesses whose lives are lived in the squalor, the dirt, the 
disease-laden air of the great sm»oke-enveloped cities—and who, in these 
opening days of the summer time, yearn so wistfully for the fresh air of 
the country and the seaside. So we turn from the harsh and insistent 


cries of opposing sections in the Community to listen to the Call of the 
hiddies., 


Alas! it is by no means a lusty one. It bears in its tones the 
mpress of their faint and weary frames. It is pitched in a minor key 
that tells of weakened health and dissipated strength. - Perhaps that 
is the reason why the Call is, to such an extent, unheeded. Perhaps 
that is why the organisation, which is so willing to take these kiddies 
of the slums for a while to the health-giving country air, has its 
energies paralysed by lack of funds wherewith to undertake, with anything 
like completeness, the great task of recuperation to which it has set its 
hands. We read of the work of this splendid organisation, of the activity 
of the excellent men and women who are responsible for it, and we see all 
about the considerable number of children whom they are able to benefit 
year by year; whom they are able to save from being overmastered 
by illness and disease; to whom they are able to bring the joy and 
gladness of happy life; from whose eyes, if but for a few days, year by 
year, they wipe away the tears of their drab existence. And in 
recognising and appreciating what they do, we are all too apt to forget 
what they do not do because they cannot. We forget the thousands of 
children who never see a green field, nor ever romp on the sea beach, to 
whom the hedgerow is unrevealed and who never have known the sight 
of a tree set in the glorious background of nature. It is _ heart- 
sickening to any man or woman who, possessing an atom of feeling, 
contemplates the armies of little ones who cannot be sent away from the 
cities and the towns, even for a fortnight’s holiday in the year. It is 
sad beyond words to think of the little Jews and Jewesses who are forced 
to spend without intermission the dull round of their lives in conditions 
of filth and hunger and dirt, merely because enough is not given to the 
Children’s Country Holiday Fund. Those who manage the Fund have 
we know to go sifting and choosing the human material for whom its 
benefits can be spared. They cannot, for they have not the means 
whereby they can, open wide their portals for all who will to enter in. 


Year by year, for some years past, I have endeavonred to mitigate 
this difficulty of the administrators of the fund by trying to direct the 
readers of this column to the great work which the fund does. I have 
pointed out, times without number, that this is not the sort of thing for 
which, in the ordinary sense, an appeal should be made. It is ridiculous 
for anyone to ask for means whereby little children can get a breath of 
fresh air once a year. Sol have never asked,and / will not ask now. The 
most I will do once again, is to place my services at the disposal of any of 
those who wish to avail themselves of the privilege of helping the Children’s 
Country Holidays Fund and, through the Fund, of helping its tiny 
beneficiaries back to health and strength—of aiding in their being 
Shielded from the ravages of disease and, mayhap, the doom of early 
death. There is only one promise I can hold out to any who read these 
lines, and read them understandingly. It is the promise of a great joy 
which will be theirs when they have given to the Fund, providing they 

_ Rive so much as will make them feel and realise that they have given. 
That great joy will not, I know, come to the men or women who merely toss 
into my hands, for transmission to the Fund, just something they can spare 
without feeling the loss of, say a few shillings, the sending of which will leave 
such little impression upon them that, when they come to make up their 
accounts, they will have to put on their thinking caps to find what has 
become of the trifle, or perhaps will not even worry about it, and will 
write it down as “sundries.” The great joy can come only to those who 
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give so much that they are bound by giving to deprive themselves of some- 
thing, something that they will miss, something that they will want and 
canuaot have, something that they will go without and find the lack of. Then, 
when they recollect wiy they are minus this or that which they otherwise 
would have had, a sense of joy and sitisfaction and pleasure will come to 
them, as they remember that they have listened—-listened inte'ligently, 
sympathetically and appreciatively to the Call of the Kiddies. For, what- 
ever the lack may be, I can promise and guarantee them this: it will 
not weigh as dust in the balance with the gratification that wili be theirs, 
as they come to say to themselves: “ Ah, yes! I cannot have this or that 


or the other because I have spent the money it would have cost, in tisten- 
ing to the Call of the Kiddies.” 


Last year, we managed to get together a nice round sum of £500, and 
the JEWISH CHRONICLE received from the Secretary of the Fund, Mr. J. 
Bernberg, a letter acknowledging the amount in the following terms :— 
I beg to acknowledge with very many thanks receipt of cheque for 
£500—the result of Mentor's great efforts for the poor ailing children. 
Without this money it would have been impossible for my Committee 
to send away the 1,772 children for whom the change of air was so 
imperative. The task involved was this time most difficult, and was 
enhanced by rationing regulations and restricted facilities in travelling. 
With normal conditions in sight, it is hoped that the benefits afforded by 
the Fund will be greatly extended. 
Pray accept the gratitude of my Committee for the very substantial 
support you have given them to enable them to carry out this undertaking, 


In addition, the Editor received from Mr. Ernest L. Franklin, the 
zealous President of the Fund,a letter which I reprint here, notwithstanding 
the blushes that suffuse my countenance because of Mr. Frank'in's all 
too generous appreciation. I print it at the E litor’s suggestion, and 
only because he thinks that Mr. Franklin's words will go to confirm my 
view, concerniug the joy and gratification all who subscribe to the Fund 
are certain to feel, Mr. Franklin writes as follows:

Will you oblige me by giving a message from me to “ Mentor? ” 

I want you to convey to him my warm thanks for the way in which he has 
helped the Children’s Country Fund and for the extremly large sum he has 
obtained for it. 

Please let him know how greatly I appreciate the graceful manner in which 
he has carried out his campaign, so sympathetic, so humorous, and, what is of 
more consequence, so irresistible. 

Had it not been for him, we should have been in a very uncomfortable 
financial position. With his assistanc: we have managed to make both ends 
meet in spite of a large increase in the c»st per head of the children sent away. 

I hope that my appreciation of his work will afford some additional 
satisfaction ; but Iam sure that the fact that.throuzh his efforts a consi erab'y 
larger number of children were able to enjoy the priceless b'essing of a country 
holiday than would have been the case otherw.se wiil b: the chief cause of his 
gratification.

The months during 
were open for the reception of donations to 
the Fund were months of dreadful anxiely, of trial and tribulation, 
of sorrow and uncertainty. Sull we made a bumper c >llection. 
The war now is virtually ended, and although here and there, there 
are those to whom the war has meant restricted income and 
paucity of means, there are many to whom it has brought fortunes 
beyond the dreams of avarice. There are many among u>, 
who have been raised from poverty to affluence during the four years of 
this country’s struggle, many whose own kiddies are assured their [loliday 
now but who once could not have their breath of fresh air save 
through the Fund. But all of us—-however the war may have aftec ed 
us—miust surely feel impelled, if only as a sign and a symtol of our g'ad- 
ness that hostilities have ceased, to listen practically—to listen in /., in 
S., and in—no thank you !—to the Call of the Kiddies. So that we must 
surely see how reasonable it is to expect a larger collection thi¢ 
yearthan last. Already, before my placing this year before my readers 
the claims upon them of this Fund, some—so anxious are they to have the 
pleasure of helping the Fund, so fearful of missing the great joy that must 
come to all who hearken to’the Call of the Kiddies—have already. sent 
me their donations. Thus there is a little nucleus already in hand, 
But I do not propose to make a list of nuc’ei. Our first list must 
be a real good send off.

THE POGROMS. 
CONTINUED OUTRAGES AND MASSACRES. 


QUESTIONS IN PARLIAMENT. 


Inthe House of Commons on Monday, Mr. JAMes D. KILey (White- 
chapel, L.), asked the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs if he is 
aware that since Poland has regained her independence there have been 
anti-Jewish pogroms in over 140 towns had villages in Poland and 
Galicia, involving considerable loss of life and property, and that 
massacres of Jews have just taken place at Pinsk, Lida, and Vilna, and 
whether His Majesty's Government will take action to prevent a continu- 
ance of the persecution of the Jews in Poland? 

Mr. Ceci. HARMSWORTH, Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs, 
replied: The attention of His Majesty’s Government has been drawn to 
the reports of anti-Jewish pogroms in various parts of Poland and 
Galicia, as well as to the massacres at Pinsk, Lida, and Vilna, referred 
to by the hon. Member, and inquiries have heen addressed to His 
Majesty's representative at Warsaw, with instructions to make urgent 
representations to the Polish Government if they are found to be true. 

In the House or ComMoNS on Tuesday— 

Colonel WepGwoop (Newcastle-under-Lyme, Independent) asked 
the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs whether he had received 
any information as to the massacre of fifty-six Polish Jews at Pinsk by 
Polish soldiers on April 5, and whether his Majesty’s Government had 
made representations to the Polish Government that these pogroms 
must cease or all British assistance to Poland would come to an end. 

Mr. Ceci. HARMSWORTH, Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs 
(Luton, C.L.): His Majesty's Government have received information of 
the shooting of thirty-four persons, believed to be Jews, on the date 
mentioned, According to information furnished by the Polish authorities 
these persons are stated to have been implicated ina plot to seize, disarm, 
and kill a small Polish outpost stationed on the Polish eastern frontier. 
As regards the second part of the question, I would refer the hon. and 
gallant gentleman to an answer I gave to the hon. member for White- 
chapel (Mr. Kiley) on the 15th inst., but as to the alleged progrom at 
Vilna, His Majesty's Minister at Warsaw has just reported that he has no 
information in regard to any incident of the kind. 

Colonel WepGwoop: Is the hon. gentleman aware that these Jews 
were in a meeting at the town of Pinsk considering questions of Red 
Cross administration when they were fallen upon by these Poles, and 
that the major in command of the Polish detachment which did the 
murdering was reprimanded by the Polish authorities, but that nothing 
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further came of it? Under the circumstances will he see that repre. 
sentations are made to the Polish Government that this country views 
with extreme regret the present action of the Poles in instigating a murder 
of Jews? 

Mr. A. SHaw (Kilmarnock, C.L.) asked whether the hon. gentleman 
was aware that all Scottish members had received a telegram alleging, 
among other things, that thousands of Jewish men, women, and children 
had been done to death by Polish soldiers under the auspices of the 
present Polish Government ? 

Mr. Ceci. HARMSWORTH: No, Sir, that information is quite new to 
I shall be giad if the hon. geotleman will give me particulars. 

In the Housk oF COMMONS on Wednesday :— 

Lord H. CAVENDISH-BENTINCK (U.) asked the Under. 
Secretary of State for Foreign Afiairs whether massacres and ij!. 
treatment of a large number of Jewish persons recently took place at 
Vilna and Pinsk; and what influence is being brought to bear by the 
Allied Governments to safeguard the Jewish population in Poland ? 

Mr. HARMSWORTH: With regard to both the first and second part 
of the question, I would call the attention of the hon. Member to the 
answers returned to the hon. Member for Whitechapel on the 15th inst., 
and : the hon. and gallant Member for Newcastle-under-Lyme on the 
20th inst, 


FURTHER OUTBREAKS IN GALICIA AND POLAND, 


A telegram, sent us from Copenhagen on the 14th inst. by the Jewish Polish 
Information Office, states :—The Jewish National Council in Vienna wires tha: 
on April 28 and May 1 new pogroms occurred in Western Galicia and Poland. 


Jewish property was pillaged by peasants and soldiers. Synagogues and private 
houses were demolished, and the Scrolls of the Torah were disgracefally torn, 
In Rozeszow alone over fifty Jews were severely and over a hundred slightly 
wounded. In Mielec two Jews were severely wounded. In Niebilce and 
Stryzow sixteen were severely wounded and many heavily beaten. The 
pogroms were thoroughly prepared. Soldiers and peasants arrived on pogrom 
days with empty vehicles to load stolen Jewisa prop-rty. In most cases Polish 
military patrols took part in pillaging instead of protecting the Jews. The damage 
is very considerable. Jews in places where pogroms occurred are absolutely he!p- 
less. Polish papers, among them the Nowa Reforma, admit the pogroms. The 
National Council in Vienna, in a supplementary telegram of May 13, wires that 
pogroms in Western Galicia are continuing. Excesses on a considerable scale 
occurred in Barov, Uzyzyn, and Sloomk. Polish recruits and soldiers o! 
Haller's Army arranged pogroms in Yendziov and Brzozow. 

The Polish Jewish Information Office in Copenhagen sent us the following 
telegram on the 16th inst. :— 

On Friday, May 9% hb, Pilsudski received Prilutzki, member of the Polish 
Parliament, who requested him to cancel the contribution levied on the Jews in 
Pinsk. The population is exbaust<a and starving from hunger, epidemics are 
terribly extending, and the mortality is so great that it is impossible to bury a'! 
the dead. Wealthy people have left the town; so the contribution wholly fa!!s 
to the charge of the poor. In case the contribution be raised, then indirec:|y 
all the Jewish population is accused after already thirty-seven innocent victims 
have been shot. All synagogues, except two, are closed, and meetings of 
co-operative societies are forbidden. Journeys to Poland are prohibited, thus 
increasing the economic ruin. Boots of German origin are taken off Jews io 
the streets. The Yiddish language is persecuted. Jewish shields are pulled down. 
Persons who have given evidence before the Parliamentary Commission 0! 
Inquiry are persecuted. A Commission representing different nationalities 
to enquire into Mass arrests at Wilna were not permitted to travel there on 
suspicion of being followers of Bolshevism. Pilsudski promised to take into 
consideration these complaints and petitions. 

A further telegram sent to us on Tuesday from Copenhagen states:—The © 
Jewish National Council in Vienna wires that on May Sth and 6th, Polish 
peasants and recruits committed pogrom in Kolbuszowa (West Galicia), Ten 
were killed and about one hundred wounded. Shops were pillaged and goods 
carried away. At Wolbromie, on the 5th May, there was a pogrom on acon 
siderable scale by Polish recruits, instigated by the village authorities. Several 
Jews were maltreated and their property was pillaged. On the 2nd and ird 
May there was a pogrom at Ksiondzewielki. Sixteen were wounded, six o/ 
them mortally. The damages are considerable. The Militia intervened only 
upon the demand of the local clergyman, The Polish Government appointed 
Genera! Szamolta, Commandant for West Galicia, to investigate the excesses. 
On the 5th May there was a pogrom in Glogau. Four were wounded. The 
damages are estimated at one million and a half crowns. 

The Central Office (t.ondon) of the Zionist Organisation has recei\ ed from 
its Copenhagen Bureau a telegram stating that a first list of sixty Jews killed at 
Vilna has been received there, while the wounded amount to several hundred. 
The telegram further states that a hundred Jews were wounded by I’o'1s4 
Legionaries in Warsaw on the 12th inst., that the pogroms in Western Galicia 
still continue, and that on the i4th inst. Polish soldiers organised great 
excesses in the Jewish quarter of Lemberg, rumours being at the same | me 


- spread that a Bolshevik rebellion was being suppressed in the Jewish quarter. 


The Warsaw Government, it is added, has sent a Commission to investigate the 
circumstances connected with the pogroms in Galicia, but the Commission 15 
declared to be valueless, as it does not include representatives of the Jews or 
unofficial civilians, 


PROMINENT VILNA JEWS RELEASED. 


Information has been received through the Foreign Office that M. Ie: 
Jaffe, President of the Lithuanian Zionist Organisation, and M. Niger, (he 
Jewish writer, who were arrested in Vilna and deported, have been released. 


JOURNALISTS’ VISIT TO PINSK PREVENTED. 


The Central Office (London) of the Zionist Organisation has received ‘le 
following report :— 

After the Jewish members of the Polish Parliament had interpellated tc 
Government with regard to the crime at Pinsk, and a resolution had bees 
passed that a Commission of Inquiry should be sent to Pinsk, the Society 0! 
Pressmen in Warsaw also resolved to send a number of its members to ('¢ 
place in which the savage Polish soldiery had arrested a Jewish philanthro;:c 
meeting and without any reason, within an hour, shot by martial law thirty >'* 
of those who had been at the meeting. The Press representatives received per 
mission to make the journey. When the train reached Brest-Litovsk, they 
experienced a great surprise. A Polish officer entered the railway carriase 
ana imtormed the Press vepresentatives that hey could sot enter Pinsk 
on account of unforeseen hindrances. On the other hand, the Polisl 
Commander of the troops in White Russia, General Lystowski, stated 
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that he was ready to meet the gentlemen at Brest-Litovsk. in order 
to give them the desired information. The travellers had no course open save 
to alight. 
had been prepared for them. Fifty or sixty higher officers, with General 
Lystowski at their bead, were present at the dinner. Only two persons connected 
with the Jewish Press were present. The General delivered a speech, in which 
he made the following statement :— 

“ Now I turn to the sore point, to the events in Pinsk on account of which I 
have the honour to welcome you here. I must, in the first piace, decidedly 
deny that (he Pol sh soldier is an anti-Semite. The Polish peop'e never was 
ant'-Semitic, It has most beautiful traditions. When we entered Pinsk we 
found there a terrib e Jewish proletariat suffering from distress and hunger 
\Ve provided the population with the necessities of life without distinction of 
nationality. Sothe Polish s :ldier feels no hatred for the poor jew. Butamonrg 
the Jews there is another ciass—the bourgeoisie, the middle-class, which 
exploits its own brothers, This class has been demoralised by the former 
Russian rule, They raised the prices, hoarded the necessities of life. Whilst 
searching for weapons, we found great stores of the necessities of life. In 
aldition, the Jewish womenappear in the streets of Pinsk in such showy 
costumes and with so many diamonds that it makes a bad impression on the 
’o ish soldiers. Further, there is the Bolshevik propaganda, which has led to 
many Jews having had themselves nominated as Commissioners in Pinsk 
during the rnle of the Bolsheviks. When we marched into Pinsk, we found in 
the market-place a platform, which the Bolsheviks had used for their speeches 
eS a of their work of agitation, and which they had taken from the 
courca, 

It is, perhaps, shameful to admit how small our garrison was whed) i 
occupied Pinsk. It consisted in all of thirty-two soldiers. We then recet¥ed 
news that the Bolsheviks had occupied all the places behind Pinsk. 
we discovered a traitor within a Polish division itself. Telegraph wires were 
cut, and so on. We could not discover who had done this. Further, we 
received the news that the Bolsheviks who remained behind in Pinsk intended 
to take us by surprise. In consequence of the geographical position, fifty 
Bolsheviks could have seized the railway station at Pinsk, and in this way have 
starved three thousand Polish soldiers, 

After all this, I ask you: What else could Major Luczynski have done ? 
No oflicer in his place would bave acted differently. I take full responsibility 
for his action. For every one of us would have done the same, perhaps 
more drastically. At the bottom it is of no importance that Major Luczynski, 
as is asserted, could make no distinction between the Jewish conference 
which was taking place on the upper floor about the food question, and the 
conference that was taking place on the floor be!ow for the organisation of a 
communist revolt. Even if we assume that ten innocent men had been shot, 
you know the Russian proverb: ‘When you are chopping wood chips mast 


In addition, 


fall.’ We have a war, and there must be a firm and strict authority. I have 
no objection to some criticism, But in Warsaw there is much talk. There is 
much talking in Parliament and much writing in the newspapers. When we 


write that the Polish soldier is hungry, that he has nothing to wear, they never 
send Commissioners, Only after the affair at Pinsk, they send commissions 
bere and commissions there, and this causes great dissatisfaction among the 
soldiers. One Commission I myself sent, af-erwards an American, English, 
rench Commission went, and now there comes a Commission from Parliament. 

Gentlemen, dissatisfaction is beginning to spread among the officers, and it 
may 0 be felt by the soldiers. Only to-day an English colonel with an 
adjutant came to me and asked to be allowed to go to Pinsk. 1, however, 
refused, forthe same reason for which I refuse! toallow you to goto'Pinsk; you 
must not pour oil upon a fire. 

We are not anti-Semites. The heart of the Slav is friendly to everyone. 
Only to-day the report of Colonel Ridzefski, of Pinsk, arrived, which stared 
that when searching the house of arich Jewish lady they accidentally found 
weapons. The Jewish lady turned pale, for she knew what awaited her. But 
the Colonel reflected that she is probably innocent, and behaved as if he had not 
seen the we:pons. Perhaps this is neglect of duty. But such is the soft beart 
of the Slav. The Jews, however, are not grateful. They do not possess what 
is called “tact.” 

The General ended his speech by expressing a hope for a free Polish 
patriotic press. 

After General Lystowski, Col. Wiszniewski spoke, bitterly attacking the 
Jews. The Jews have weapons, they rai e prices. The Poles, however, pay 
no.attention, and behave decently towards the Jews. The Colonel ended his 
speech with the following words: “If, instead of thirty Jews having been shot 
at Pinsk, it"had been thirty Lithuanians or thirty White Kussians, no one 
would have made such a fuss. And these gentlemen (the Press representatives) 
would not have visited us. The Jewish Press, with its war against the Poles, 
is to blame for this.” (Here a Jewish journalist called out, “ Untrue!") 

At about ten o'clock in the evening the dinner ended, and General 
Lystowski had a conversation with the Jewish Press representatives. An ofhcer 
of the Gendarmerie then offered to take the journalists to the railway station, 
from which they had to return to Warsaw by the next train. Thus ended the 
journey of investigation to Pinsk of the Warsaw Press representatives. 
MOURNING AND PROTEST MEETING IN NEW YORK, 
New York, May 2ist. 

As a mark of protest against the massacres and persecutions of their 
compatriots in Poland, Lithuania and Galicia, the Jews of New York closed 
their shops, stores and theatres for half a day in the sections of the city chiefly 
populated by Jews. A mass meeting in Madison Square Garden, which will be 
addressed by Judge Hughes, Mr. McAdoo, Governor Smith, and other promi- 
nent speakers, is convened forto-night. The resolutions passed by the meeting 
will be sent to the Peace Conference. The meeting will be preceded by a parade 
of ten thousand American soldiers and sailors of the Jewish faith, each wearing a 
band of crape as a sign of mourning for their murdered brethren.—Rewter, 


UKRAINE. 

ANOTHER OUTRAGE AT ZHITOMIR, 
Zuricu [F.0.C.} 

The Jewish community at Zhitomir bad scarcely recovered from the first 
pogrom when a new outrage was committed there. Ukraine troops massacred 
about two thousand Jews. Hundreds of the victims were burnt alive in their 
houses, which were set on fire by the rioters, because the Jews had barricaded 
their doors and prevented the rioters from entering the premises. The pogrom 
lasted sx days. Thousands of Jews fled to Berditcheff to seek safety there, 

THE GOVERNMENT OF UKRAINE AND THE 

PROSKUROFF MASSACRES. 

Zuricu [F.O.C.) 

The impression created in Ukraine by the details of the massacre of Jews 
at Proskuroff is most painful. The reports even awakened the conscience of 
those who usually regard a pogrom as a more or less unavoidable occurrence in 
abnormal! times. Especially horrifying is the account which proves that Jewish 
children and sick and ailing Jewesses in the hospitals were singled out for 
extraordinary cruelties. The rioters, for instance, locked the doors of the 
Talmud Torah and massacred some hundreds of Jewish children. Their dead 
bodies were thrown out of the windows. Similar treatment was accorded to 
children at the Jewish elementary school. Even at the State Foundation 
Schoo! the riotets compelled the teachers to separate the Jewish pupils from 
the others. The former were shot. Many children were picked up and carried 


After some hours they were taken to the Town Hall, where a dinner. 
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on bayonets in the streets. The mothers of the victims who begged the 
assassins to spare their children were also bayonetted. 

At the Jewish Hospital all female patients were dishonoured, and then 
murdered. At the Home for Aged Jews the rioters began by cutting off the 
noses and ears of the victims, and ended by killing them. 

The Government is very perturbed at the news. Its official excuse is that 
a very low type of soldiers penetrated into some regiments of the hastily 
recruited Ukraine Army with a view to creating disturbances and practising 
criminal deeds. The Government states, however, that the situation is being 
taken in hand by it, and that many rioters have been executed. 


A POLISH PUNITIVE EXPEDITION, 
COPENHAGEN [F.O.C.] 


A punitive expedition, headed by the Prefect of Lipsk, has visited a few 
towns in the district entrusted to his care. The expedition arrived at midnight 
at Czepielow, and at once arrested some young Jews. On the following day 
the Jewish Community was fined 3 000 roubles, and the ‘members of the 
expedition” robbed many shops belonging to Jews. After a three days’ stay 
in the place, during which the pluadering went on without interruption, the 
expedition left. | 

At Selez, the Prefect fined the Jewish Community 10,000 roubles, and 
threatened to shoot the leading Jews in the event of failure to raise the money. 
omg he agreed to reduce the “fine” to 5,000 roubles, which were handed to 

im, 

On returning to Lipsk, he ordered the office of the Zionist organisations to 
be searched. The residence of the Treasurer, M. Kirshenblatt, was also’ 
searched. The Treasurer of the Jewish National Fund was arrested, and the 
monev collected for the Fund was confiscated. Subsequently, a large number 
of members of the Zionist Society were arrested, and fifty of them were ordered 
to march to the neighbouring town Wierzbnik, where thev were to be 


ac three days. But on receiving 1,200 roub'es, the Prefect released 
them all. 


At a public meeting, held under the auspices of the Scottish Zionis+ 
Council, on Sunday, in Edinbarzh, the following resolution was moved by 
Rabbi Dr. Salis Daiches (President), seconded by Mr. S. S. Samuel, Glasgow 
(Chairman), supported by Mr A. L. Easterman, M.A., LL.B., Giasgow (Hon, 
Secretary), and carried unanimously: 

That this meeting, representing all sections of the Jewish Community of Fdin- 
burgh, recalls with horror and dismay the massacre of thousands of Jewish men, 
women, and children in Poland and Lithuania, perpetrated, instigated, or connived at 
by the new Po'ish Army and the Government of the new Polish State. The meeting 
appeals to the Scottish Members of Parliament to use their inflrence with the British 
Govern nent to secure the intervention of the British Foreigti Office for the 
arresting these wholesale massacres, which are still spreading 
Communities in Polacd from complete destruction.

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M. AARON AARONSON, 

Tue tragic death, last week, of Aaron Aaronson, who was killed through the 
crashing in Boulogne Harbour of an airplane on which he was travelling to 
France, removes at once a picturesque Jewish figure and an ardent and devoted 
worker in the cause of Jewish Nationalism. His untimely death (he was under 
forty-three vears of age) is indeed a great blow to Zionism in general and tothe 
future of Jewish colon:sation in Palestine in particular. 


The son of a well-known Russian Jew, who settled many years ago as a 
colonist in Palestine, young Aaron was brought up on a Jewish agricaltural 
colony in that country. He devoted himself to the study of agriculture, and in 
the course of a few years he became recognised as the greatest living 
authority on all agricultural matters in Palestine. In pursuit of his studies he 
lived for atime in California, where he became a large farmer, and subsequently 
utilised all his experiences for the development of agriculture in Palestine. It 
was due to him that the Experimental Agricultural Station at Zichron Jacob, 
near Haifa, was established—a work which revolutionised the whole agricultural 
system of the country. 

Tothe world in general M. Aaronson was known as the discoverer of varieties 
of wheat, his most famous discovery being “Wild Wheat,” the original 
plant from which modern types of wheat have been developed. The 
discovery was made —to be precise—on June 1S8:h, 1906, while he 
was walking in the vineyard of the Jewish Agricultural Colony, Rosh- 
Pinah. He noticed an isolated plant in the crevice of a rock. At 
first it appeared to him to be a stalk of barley, but on acioser inspection it 
proved to be wheat. The development of the stalk and the grains were so 
perfect, so similar to the forms produced under~cultivation at the present day, 
that he could hardly believe this was the wild prototype of wheat. The 
pract cal value of that discovery is now known to all the world, and Aaron 
Aaronson pursued his scientific investigations always with the object of improv- 
ing the species of Palestinian products. No one knew better our ancient home 
than he did, and few were so hopeful in regard to the tremendous possibilities of 
its revival as a Jewish home. 

Indeed, it was his knowledge and his enthusiasm that influenced many dis- 
tinguished politicians, both in this country as well as in the United States, to 
take an interest in the Zionist movement. We recall the tribute paid to him 
by Major Ormsby-Gore, M_P., at a Jewish gathering. The Major said that he 
was drawn to Zionism through that remarkable idealist, Aaron Aaronson, who 
convinced him of the possibility of the realisation of the Jewish Nationalist 
ideal. For Aaronson did not belong to that class of scientists whose knowledge 
and interests are confined mainly to special subjects of their own. He was 
above all a man of great enthusiasm, a man of the world interested in persons 
and politics, in ideas as well asin life. Short, and of powerful build, he was 
possessed of unbounded energy. He was always on the move—America, 
Egypt, Palestine, Esgland, France—roaming from one place to another, 
knowing all intimately, master of numerous tongues, full of courage and resolu- 


tion, qualities he gave freely and lovingly to the services of the revival of the. 


Jewish people in a revived Jewish land, for which he laboured so long, so harc. 
A shori life, but full of achiewement, crowded with adventure, and alas ' ended 
through an adventure. cut off in the prime of his life at a moment when the 
Jewish people and the Jewish land are so much in need of his talent, his vast 
knowledge, his energy and enthusiasm. 

The outbreak of the war found him still working at the chief exper:mental 
settlement in Palestine. Djemal Pasha endeavoured to enlist his servic2s in 
the Turkish cause. M. Aaronson, however, made use of his position to 
Organise a secret service of information to Egypt which was of incalculable 
value tothe British Staft. Later he succeeded in escaping from Palestine to 
Egypt in disguise, and placed his unrivalled knowledge of the country at the 
service of the British authorities. “Of particular value was the information he 
was able to give concerning the whereabouts of water and the practicability of the 


routes across the desert. He leaves a brother who has won the L.S.O. in the 
British Army and is still serving in Palestine. 


THe Late Mrs W. Tecrer LEVIANSKY —Heroic endurance is not only 
shown on the battlefield, it may be evidenced within the home. The mother 
who tries to smile.that she may not weep as her children march away may be 
fighting a braver fight than any soldier at arms. Catherine Florrie, the beloved 
wife of W. Telfer Leviansky, showed her valour when her two sons left so 
gallantly for the front in all the optimism of youth, alas! never to return. The 
heroic death of the yvourger son two days before the Armistice left her crushed 
and broken, without the strength to endure her trial. She fell asleep while the 
sun of her life was at its zenith. It is difficult to speak of the dear lady who has 
passed away. She never took an active part in communal work, but she did 
her share in the privacy of her home, encouraging her husband in his active 
work as Warden of the St. John’s Wood Synagogue and Treasurer of the 
United Synagogue Burial Society for many years, aiding his strenuous efforts 
with her sympathy and forethought. Deeply we sympathise with them who 
mourn for her, and pray that God may send unto their sorrowing hearts the 
peace of consolation. —From the Rev. H. L. Price.

Jewish Welfare Council. 


A meeting of the Central Council for the welfare of Jewish members cof 
the Forces was held yesterday week at Jews’ College. Mr. Robert Waley-Cohen 
presided. 

The Chairman said that during the past three months, asa result of the 
publicity given through military channels and through the Jewish Press, nearly 
1,000 applications bad been received at the Central Information Bureau, 167. 
Strand, for guidance or help. That was sufficient evidence of the successful 
work of the Publicity Department. The great majority of the applications 
were for help in obtaining demobilisation. The Employment Committee was the 
most important committee set up by the Council, and consisted of large numbers 
of employers of labour; it was a body such as could deal with the problems 
of re-employment. The State was not solving those problems satisfactorily, 
and might learn a great deal from following the example of the Employmen: 
Committee. The.Council had received valuable assistance from the Loan 
Committee of the Board of Guardians (through the good offices of Mr. Lione! 
Jacob) in enabling the men to reinstate themselves in the businesses which they 
had been compelied to abandon in order to serve in the Forces. The Board o/ 
Guardians had advanced sums of money for that purpose. The matt r of 
licences was receiving the close attention of the Council, and they hoped for 
an improvement in that direction. The question of repatriation presented 
some little difficulty at one time. Men were accepting demobilisation 
in the belief that they could obtain immediate repatriation; that resulted ina 
number of men being stranded with no occupation and no means of livelihood. 
The Council had conferred with the Jewish Regiment Committee on the sub 
ject, and, asaresult, the men who had been demobilised under a misapprehens:on 
were remobilised, and precautions were taken to clear the way tor them in the 
future. The Jewish Naval and Military Association had done very excellent 
work, and rendered assistance to the Council in many directions. At one time 
there was a danger of overlapping, but that difficaltv was overcome. Splendid 
service had been rendered by Mr. 5. Mocatta and hs associates at Tottenham 
Court Koad. The Hospitality Committee had arranged for the entertainment 
of about 270 men in Jewish homes during the Passover, and the arrangement 
caused great satisfaction both to the men and to their hosts and hostesses 
Several men at present staying in England for educational purposes had been 
placed in Jewish homes. The Council had been in correspondence with various 
organisations in the provinces which bad sought the Council's help in difhcnit 
matters. In the Y.M.C.A. Hut large numbers of men had derived much 
benefit. A Seder Service held there, at which some seventy-five men were pre 
sent, was much appreciated. The Council was still hoping fora further response 
to its appeal for funds to enable the work to be continued. The Information 
Bureau, which was the main business of the Council, had caused a remarkable 
change in the whole moral and sentiment of the Jewish men in His Majes'y 
Forces, Nothing could be worse than that those who had served their country 
should feel that they were badly treated, and if the Council had done no more 
than to enable those men to feel proud of their achievements, it had just fied 
its existence. The Council regretted to learn that its Hon. Secretary, Mr. 
Ernst Schiff, had been obliged to relinquish his work owing to ill-health. = [t 
was he who had originally conceived the idea of co-ordinating the various 
bodies working for the welfare of Jewish so'diers. Mr. Schiff had agreed. 
however, to remain a member of the Council. They looked forward to his

Sir,—The Y.M.C.A. has arranged to make a public appeal at the end of 
this month for funds to enable it to continue its work overseas, and I venture to 
ask for the further sympathy and support of the Community in aid of this 
excellent organisation. 

Contrary to public belief, the work of the Y.M.C.A. has suffered very little, 
if any, diminution since the Armistice. There are over 300 centres in operation 
to-day with the British Army on the French and Belgium fronts, inciuding 68 
centres in Germany itself. The Y.M.C A, is still active ir the Dardanelles, 
Turkev, Ramania, Bulgaria, Serbia and Greece, Palestine and Egypt, wherever 
British troops are to be found. At Archangel, in Siberia and in Mesopotamia 
and India, the organisation is still maintained at iis full strength. In the 
iinited Kingdom also, the programme of the Y.M.C.A. is being carried out in 
a way that has won the grateful thanks of ail who have benefitted by theif 
Operations and, as a result of these continued labours in all parts of the world: 
the Directors have to face a large deficit. It is estimated that the sum o! 
£500,000 will be needed to complete the War work which has been of such 
inestimable value to the men on active service. 

As I have already had occasion to testify, in the name of the Jewish 
Chaplains, we have always received the utmost assistance from the Y.M.C.A. 
’ Their huts have been freely lent to us for the holding of our services in the 
Field and at the Bases, and we have, at all times, worked most harmoniously 
with them. Jewish soldiers were as welcome to the huts as men of all other 
denominations, and I am sure that our men, in recognition of all that the 
Y.M.C.A. has done for them, will be ready to support my appeal from their 
personal knowledge.

Referring to the speeches of Principal Garvie and Miss 
Maude Royden, Mr. Zangwill said that if there had been many more Christians 
of their calibre, another institution would be threatened with abolition—for the 
Society for the Conversion of the Jews would become an expensive superfiuity. 
But as he bad told Principal Garvie, Christendom, during this war and even 
more by this so-called peace, bad thrown away the finest opportunity Christianity 
had ever had of proving itself a genuine gospel. But he appealed to all now to 
provide the starving babies of the enemy with “the milk of human kindness.”

MR. ISRAEL ZANGWILL ON THE JEWISH MISSION. 


A MEMORIAL gathering, on the occasion of the third anniversary of 
the death of Sholem Rabbinowitch, better known as “Sholem Aleichem,”’ 
was held last Sunday at the Pavilion Theatre. The gathering opened with 
the playing of Chopin’s Faneral March by the orchestra of the theatre. 

Mr. ISRAtL ZANGWILL, who presided, said: 

Your programme this afternoon is so crowded with art and song, as well 
as speeches by greater authorities on Sholem Rabinovitz than myself, that 
there is neither time nor need for a long speech from the Chairman. Of 
course itis with great pride that I occupy that position, for the writer we 
celebrate to-cay was a master of tears and laughter. The story goes 
that the great American author, Mark Twain, meeting him in New 
York, said to him: “I hear I am the English Sholem Aleichem,” 
It was a good joke, but not so modest as it sounds, for if Mark Twain was a 
giant in humour, bis work has rarely that life-truth which abounds in Sholem 
Aleichem. MRabinovitz | a;, in fact, not so much in common with Mark Twain 
as with that other great Am-rican author, Bret Harte, as is not unnatural when 
you remember that Mr. Harte was half a Jew, though his spelling his Hart 
witha final “e” helped to disguise the fact. Sholem Aleichem wrote in 
Russian and Hebrew as well as in Yiddish, but I imagine he is best in Yiddish, 
for his Yiddish tales and ske ches catch the very soul and life-breath of the 
Jewish masses. He has not only chine, he has chesed verachamim, all, infact, 
that goes with the name Sholem Aleichem, surely one of the finest pen-names 
ever chosen by any writer ; a name truly national, 

in thus doing him honour, you are departing from the Chukath Hagoyim 
by which Jewish life in this country is ruled. For the English do not thus 
celebrate the memory of their writers. Even the Shakespeare celebrations 
which have begun in the last few years are due on'y to the efforts of 
two Jews—Sir Israel Gollancz and Sir Sidney Lee—who have for once taught 
the English to imitate the Chuhath Haychudim.

Was it not enough that by the policy of 
the “ Knock-out-Blow ” afier Peace had been cflered by the exhausted enemy, 


they continued to fill the world with slaughter, pestilence, famine and anarchy, 
on a scale unknown in the darkest of the Dark Ages, and with cruelties of poison 
gas and liquid flame beyond the venom of the wildest monsters of the primeval 
world’? Was it necessary, when in the fifth fearful year the armistice suspended 
combat, to continue it by a blockade, starving millions of men, women and chil- 
drea, of foes and friends alike ? Was it necessary that the unhappy Armenians 
should be driven to cannibalism, nay to worse, to digging up corpses to cut 
off portions for food, as the Times correspondent informed us ten days ago? 

At least we thought when, after six slow, dread/ul months, the Peace 
Terms were drawn up, it would be the real promised Peace of Wilson's 
“Fourteen Points,” minus only the one which the Allies would not accept. 
But no! In the words of the great Christian journalist, Garvin, the Peace 
Terms are found to be only Dragon's Teeth, sowing through Europe the seed 
of future ‘war. It is like Sholem Aleichem’s story of Sender Blank, tbe 
old terror of his family on bis death-bed, with all his children round him. 
They dream of the future when they shall be free from him, free and 
rich, but instead, the old tyrant gets well again. So it is with the 
nations hanging round the Paris Conference, looking forward to Peace 
and happiness, thinking the bad old world lay on its death-bed. But 
instead it is alive and kicking, kicking more cruelly than ever. Even President 
Wilson, the greatest living goy, has drawn his enemies into a peace trap, has 
treated his ‘‘ Fourteen Points ” as a scrap of paper. Surely it is high time that 
the people of Isaiah rose and spoke their word—perhaps it is for some such 
great and terrible moment as this that they have been preserved through 
thousands of years! If we are silent now, let us cease to talk of the Jewish 
mission, 

REPLY TO THE REV. MORRIS JOSEPH. 

We hear a good deal about that Mission, especially from anti-Ziocnists, as 
an excuse for not being Zionists, but when you ask them to put it im action, 
they are overcome with surprise and indignation. One of the oldest and most 
respected of our galiochim, the Rev, Morris Joseph, has even preached against 
the idea. “‘Does Mr. Zangwill want us to go out of our way to court contumely 
and suffering?” he asks. The answer, as they say in Parliament, is in the 
affirmative. What a strange question indeed from a servant of God' I need 
go no further than Mr. Joseph's own admirable volume of sermons, ” The Ideal 
in Judaism,” to find us exhorted to live and strive as “the army of the Lord, 
fighting in serried ranks for truth and righteousness.” 

Mr. Joseph reminds me of the old story of the woman who went to her Rabbi 
weeping and wringing her hands because, she explained, her boy wanted to be 
a Rabbi. “ But,” he cried, puzzied at her bringing such a complaint to him, of 
all people, “am I not a Rabbi?” “ Gewiss—aber dieser Narr imeint es 
ernstlich.” (Yes, but this fool takes it seriously.) Mr, Joseph evidently does 
not take our mission seriously. 

But the reform synagogue which Mr. Joseph represents is no worse than 
the orthodox synagogue, or the ultra-reform synagogue of Mr. Claude Monte- 
fiore, and the mosques and the churches are no better than the synagogues, with 
the solitary exception of the Quakers, who have nobly gone to prison for their 
principles. If all these religions had never been heard of, humanity could not 
have sunk lower, and it would have been better for the Jews to have been shut 
up in ghettos still saying Sholem Aleichem, than to bear any share in the 
responsibility, whether as Germans or Britons, for the greatest crimes in history. 
It is not as if they are any better off for sinking their Jewishness in Christian 
hate. Even now they are being murdered wholesale in Poland and the 
Ukraine, and no Jand, not even our own, is safe from pogroms, But il you are 
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murdered, you may as well be martyred. For martyrdom means witnessing, 
witnessing to the truth that is in you, not being done to death like a dog, a dog 
that does not even bark. A martyr's death at least serves an idea. 

But Jewish blood wil! not be utterly denied. The Jewish press in England 
has been honourably distinguished by its refusal to be swept away by the 
popular insanity, and it is our Jewish Peace Society which is now pressing for 
a League of Religions as a necessary supplement tothe League of Nations. 
Those religions bave not dared to hold up their heads in war. Let us hope that 
in the days of Peace—if it ever returns—they will all unite to prevent its ever 
going away again. 

A League of World-Friendship, of which I have become a Vice-President, 
has also been formed, determined that the war shall not be carried on after the 
Peace is signed, but resolved to join the hands of all peoples in a world- 
brotherhood. The Jew, who lives with them all, and knows that they all mean 
well, is the fittest servant for this work. It is he who must step in where 
Christianity and Political Conferences bave alike failed: it is he, who, at all 
risk, must end their mutual misunderstandings and bring about that great day 
when every man, whatever his race, creed, or colour, shall say to every other: 
Shokm Aleichem. 

The distinguished actor, Mr. Morris Moscowitch, read selections from 
Sholem Aleichem's writings, and the Rev. J. de Guzman sang some of the 
writer's folks songs. 

An address was delivered by Dr. Shmarya Levin, who gave an analysis of 
the creative power of the distinguished writer, pointing out that the secret of 
his art was in that he portrayed fully the current Jewish life. His works were 
a complete mirror of contemporary Jewish life. 

Other addresses and readings were given, and in conclusion Dr, JOCHELMAN 
made an urgent appeal for assistance to the distressed families of the Russians 
who had left this country for military service abroad, the purpose to which the 
proceeds of the money taken at the collection were devoted.

He much regretted, however, that in spite of the large number of sea: holders, 
the attendance on Sabbaths was still very disappointing. The Religion Classes 
and Study Circle continued to meet regularly on Sabbaths and Sundays. The 
number of names on the register was now 6C. This figure showed a satisfactory 
improvement, but still it was inadequate to the number who were connected 
with the Congregation. With the object of developing the intellectual and 
social side of congregational work, the Committee decided to erect a 
hall suitable for lectures, literary meetings, and social re-unions, for it 
was desirable to make the Synagogue the active centre of Jewish life. 
The Congregation had contributed adequately to local and other charities ; it 
made a generous response to the appeal for the Zionist Preparation Fund about 
a year ago, and the sum of nearly 41,000 wasconitribated by iis members. Both 
internally and externally the Synagogue had maintained with honour and 
dignity the important position it held as the mother congregation of Man- 
chester. (Applause.) The motion was seconded by Mr. Davin CoHnen, and 
carried unanimously. 

Mr. NEVILLE J. Laski moved; “That the Manchester Old Hebrew 
Congregation deprecates the letter which appeared in the Morning Post of 
April 23rd, signed by ten members of the League of British Jews, as it 
differentiates between British and foreign Jews. This Congregation repudiates 
any sympathy with Bolshevism.’ The motion was seconded by Mr. HERBER1 
A. NATHAN, and carried unanimously. 

A resolution was carried, on the motion of Mr. H. A. NATHAN, seconded 
by Dr. P. I. WiGopeR, expressing the indignation of the Congregation at the 
massacres of the defenceless Jewish populations of many towns in Poland, and 
calling upon the Governments represented at the Peace Conference to take 
prompt steps to stop the continuance of these outrages. 

The annual balance-sheets of the Congregation and Burial Board were 
adopied, on the motion of the Treasurer, Mr. ALBERT A. BENJAMIN, 

The following were elected: Messrs. S. Aschkenasy, President; Jerome 
Jacobs (re-elected), Vice-President: Hyman Meyerstone, Warden; S. Adler, 
Treasurer: M. Adler, A. Bernstein, David Cohen, S. Classick, ]. E. Goodman, 
Neville J. Laski, Henry Lichtenstein, W, Meyerstone, H. A, Nathan, H. Stern, 
and Dr. P. I. Wigoder, Committee; Messrs. A. A. Benjamin, S. Frankenstein, 
and W. Myerstone, were clected to serve on the Burial board ; and Messrs. S. 
Aschkenasy, David Cohen, Levy Davis, Nathan Laski, J.P., and H. A. 
Nathan, were elected as Delegates to the Shech'ta Board. The Auditors, 
Messrs. H. Aaronson, J. Goldsmith, and L. Simons, were re-elected. 

On the motion of Mr. HENRY MARKS, a vote of thanks for valuable 
services rendered was accorded to the retiring Warden, Mr. Simon Franken- 
stein, and the retiring Treasurer, Mr. Albert A. Benjamin. At a subsequent 
meeting of members and seatholders, Lord Rothschild, Mr. H. L. Rothband, 
and Mr. Nathan Laski, J].P., were elected representatives at the Board of 
Deputies.

The annual meeting was held at Frankenburg House on Sunday. Mr. N. H. 
HARRIS, a Vice-President, was in the Chair. The Chairman, in moving the 
adoption of the annual report and balance-sheet, stated that the 
subscriptions and donations amounted to / 286, an increase on 
the preceding year. Twenty Life Governorships had been 
ballotted for during the past year, making a total of 118 since 
the foundation of the Society eight years ago. This meant that asum of £1,180 
had been forwarded to the parent Institution at Norwood. He welcomed Mr. 
Benjamin, the Hon. Sec., who bad returned safely home after serving with the 
Forces in France, and expressed gratification that the Society again had the 
benefit of his valuable services. Their other Hon. Sec., Mr. Mark Berlyn, the 
founder of the Society, was still serving in the Army. Mr. Ephraim 
Harris, M.A., in seconding the motion, said that the income was still 
not commensurate either with the number or position of a wealthy 
Jewish Community like that of Manchester, and utterly inadequate for 
the benefits bestowed on the seventeen Manchester children and to 
the expense incurred for their comfortable home, education and nourishment, 
He appealed to Manchester Jewry to respond liberally to the appeal which is 
now beine made ta = off the debt of the parent institution. Their President, 


Mr, S. Aschkenasy, had set an excellent example by giving 450 towards the 
appeal. Except for asmall sum for postage, stationery, and printing, the Secre- 
tary incurred no working expenses. The following were elected :—President, 
Mr. Aschkenasy; Vice-Presidents, Miss Raphael, Miss Goodstadt, Mr. H. 
Finklestone, LL.B., and Mr. N. H. Harris; Treasurer, Mr. Ephraim Harris ; 
Hon, Secretaries, Messrs, Mark Berlyn and B. Benjamin; Assistant Hon, Secre-

tary, Mr. Harry Smidman. A ballot took place for fifteen Life Governorsbips, 
Rabbi Dr. B. Salomon presided at the monthly meeting of the Committee on 
Sunday. It was decided to perpetuate the memory of the late Rabbi M. B. 
Dagutsky, who had laboured so zealously for the welfare of the institution. It 
was decided to recommend the Executive that the public examination which had 
been suspended during the war should be revived, 


At a special meeting held on Sunday the following resolutions were passed: 
“That the Kahal Chassidim Synagozue, whilst emphatically protesting against 
the letter of ‘The Ten’ in the Morning Post, and its 
differentiation between British and Foreign Jews, absolves 
the Jewish Community of Great Britain from the charge 
of Bolshevism levelled againstitinthat newspaper. That 
the Kahal Chassidim Synagogue calls the attention of the Board of Deputies to 


the anti-Jewish pogroms in Poland and emphasises the necessity for prompt and 
efiective action.

HOME FOR AGED 
AND NEEDY JEWS. 


Fifteen members of the Committee were duly elected. 

On the motion of Rabbi Yorrey, the meeting resolved to record its indig- 
nation and horror at the outrages and pogroms agains! the Jews in Poland. 

The annual report states that excellent progress has been made during the past 
year. Despite the high cost of food and other expenses, the benevolent work carried 
on by the Institution has surpassed that of previous years. The inmates, 20 males 
and 18 females, have been treated with every care, and 75 casuals received attention 
during the year. Several Kaddish tablets have been erected and two beds 
have been named. The balance-sheet shows subscriptions 4779, which is a 
record for the Institution, and a substantial increase on the figure for the 
previous year of no less than £232. Donations amounted to 47.2. Collections totalled 
£459, of which £242 was obtained from boxes at houses and workshops, etc 
£243 was received for Kaddish tablets, and £150 for endowments. The total 
income was £2.465, as compared with £1,475: last year. The Committee gratefully 
acknowledge the vaiuable services rendered by the honorary medica! and denta! officers, 
in particular Dr. B, Hirson, for his. untiring services, especially during the iniluenza 
epidemic. Thanks are tendered to Mr. Ernest Royce, the Hon. Auditor. 

A donation of / 20 entities the donor to a tablet in the synagogue of the institution, 
and Kaddish is recited throughout the year of mourniog, and on every anniversary of 
adeath. A donation of £100 ensures the same privileges, and in addition a bed is 
named. 


The Committee have issued the second annual report, which states in part :— 
The classes are open two hours each day, hve days a week,-.and are 
attended by giris after ordinary school hours. The attendance has 
been well maintained, and the children show their ve of their 
studies by their regular attendance and their keen desire to learn.

ADDRESS BEFORE JUDEANS. 


THE BRITISH DECLARATION. 


“THE KINDLING OF A GREAT LIGHT IN ISRAEL.” 
We are now able to give in full the speech delivered by the Lord 


Chief Justice at the banquet which the Judeans’ Society, of New York, 
tendered him on the eve of his departure from the United States. 


LORD 
KEADING said: 

It is indeed fitting, if I may be permitted to say it, that you shou!d have 
invited me, as the representative of Great Britain, to meet you this evening, 
| because, as Dr. Wise reminded 
you so well—it is from Great 
Britain that came that great 
historic declaration of Mr. Bal- 
four, in the name of the British 
Government, which received so 
much support from allied nations, 
and which has indeed been as 
the kindling of a great light ia 
Israel, 

I know that there has been 
some controversy as to the exact 
significance to be given to the 
words which Mr. Ba'four used. 
It is quite possible that all the 
interpretations are not correct. 
It reminds me rather of a distin- 
guished poet of ours who was 
asked to explain the meaning of 
the language that he had used 
ina verse. There were so many 


diflerent interpretations arrived 
Lorp READING. at by cultured and learned 


societies that he was puzzled at 


the end himself, and only hoped that he had had them all in mind when he 
wrote those words. Kut I may say to you as an individual that it is not sur- 
prising that throughout the world of Judaism there was great and enthusiastic 
acclam;tion of that celebrated statement of Mr. Balfour. 

Whatever the view may be that you take of it, and Heaven 
forbid that I should ever stepinto that controversial domain, this, 
at least, must stand firm in every community, in every assembly 
where Jews are gathered together—it stands as a recognition 
for all time of the right, civil, religious right, and the full liberty of the 
Jews throughout the world. Whether a man be a Zionist, or whether not, all 
will rejoice that the opportunity is given, that the declaration of policy at least 


is made by the British Government, that those Jews whose racial, religious, ° 


national or other aspirations may prompt them to go to Palestine, their home- 
land, will have the opportunity of settling there. 

I avoid, so far as I can, and 1am never quite sure that I am doing it, the 
language which might lead some one society or another to claim me as its 
adherent. Iam trying in the best way I can to give expression to those inner- 
most thoughts which must actuate us all, without at the same time espousing 
the cause of either one or the other of the controversalists. But I do know that 
this statement has meant much, because, after all, although no one would 
expect either that all Jews would wish to go to Palestine or that Palestine could 
receive all Jews, nevertheless, we know that in that country, with the policy 
to be pursued which has been declared, and that when effect is given to it that 
there at least will be a land to which those who are unhappy under persecution, 
religious or otherwise, those who have suffered martyrdom for the simple 
reason that they happen to have been born Jews will be able to go, and if not 
able, will be assisted by their more prosperous brethren, to hie them to the land 
where at least they can say they are at home. After all, it is not unnatural 
that you here in America and we in Britain should be of the same opinion. 

I recall not only the history of Great Britain and its treatment of the Jews 
to which Dr, Wise and others have already given utterance, but the action of 
America and Americans in past times, Why, Sir (addressing Mr. Schiff), I 
remember even your own action—you yourself raised your voice with others at 
a time when persecution, unfortunately, was dogging the very footsteps of Jews 
in certain countries, What the result may be of the labours of America and 
Great Britain it may be rash to prophesy, save that I think we are entitled to 
Say and to assume that liberty, civil liberty, religious liberty, must prevail 
wherever these countries have an influence, wherever they can bring their 
authority to bear. 

I will not hazard a conjecture as to what is happening at Paris at this 
moment, save that again I shall not hesitate to affirm that the decisions arrived 
at are conceived in justice and are based on liberty. The men who are there, 
particularly those who are best known to you and those best known to me, can 
only work for justice and for liberty because it is the very breath, the very 
spirit of the men. For this war can come to an end we verily believe. It 
was waged for civilisation, for great and immutable principles. It has effected, 
at least, much of its purpose. It has conquered military despotism. It is, I 
verily believe, vindicating at this moment international law, and it will be true 
to itself only if also it stands for that justice and liberty which was proclaimed 
throughout the war, not only in our country, but almost I had said in louder 
tones and with greater vibration, throughout this country by you here who were 

not so close to the battle, and you were stirred to the depths by the ideal, 
possibly the only ideal which would have driven you to take the steps that you 
did and to cast everything that you had into the balance, the ideal that you 
were striving to secure this justice, this liberty which you had, throughout the

Within the last few years, one (Jight almost say months, a new aspect of 
the Jewish problem, vis-d-vio the nations has been disclosed. We have long 
been familiar with that of poittical and civil equality, commonly known as 
Jewish emancipation, while the question of the restoration of the Jews to, or 
their settlement in Palestine is almost as old as the Diaspora. Now there has 
arisen that of National rights for Jews in their native lands, a subject with 
which the public is as yet little familiar. By many, this claim for the grant of 
National rights to Jews in Eastern Europe has been confused with Zionism, 
the demand of the Jews for the re-creation in Palestine of their National Home. 
It is true that the supporters of the two movements are to a large extent 
identical, but the movements themselves have nothing in common. The one 
is concerned with the future of the Jewish people in Palestine ; the other with 
the present and the future of great Jewish communities in the Diaspora. In 
the one case Palestinians, actual or prospective, are concerned in the other, 
citizens of Poland, Czecho-Slovakia, the Ukraine, &c., or Rumanian or Yugo 
Slavian subjects. It must also be clearly understood at the outset that the 
movement for Jewish National rights relates only to Eastern Europe, and tothe 
regions where similar conditions prevail. Thereis no question of the demand 
of similar rights in the Western lands where conditions are altogether differen 
and the need neither arises, nor does the opportunity offer. But in the East of 
Europe the circumstances are very different. Take, for instance, the case of 


rOLAND. 


If the lands of the State that is about to be constituted consisted entirely, 
or almost entirely, of a homogeneous population, the question of national! 
rights would not arise. If the difference between the Jewish and Cliristian 
inhabitants of Poland were only one of religion, if there were no social or 
lingual differences, there would be no justification for the demand of National 
The most that could be asked for, in addition to full religious liberty, 
would be some control over the education of Jewish children, a similar coniro! 
being granted to the other religious communities. If the proportion of 
unassimilated Jews in Poland were insignificant, the problem would not arise 
for de niinimis non curat lex. But these conditions do not obtan. 1 
boundaries of Poland, wherever they may be drawn, will enclose a large. p 
portionately very considerable; population of Jews, living their own (i:: 
speaking their own language, in many respects differing from the oi) 
elements in the population. That this population exists, and has no: 
assimilated, may be unfortunate from the point of view of Poland, buat it ov 
be ignored on that account, It exists. That is sufficient. The causs o 
existence lies in history, a history in which the Poles have had their share. 
the new Poland will consist not only of Poles and Jews. It will contain as) 
large populations of Lithuanians and Ukrainians, each also with its own spec | 
culture, on its defence against the Polish culture, and demanding also National 
rights. Thus it will be seen that the question of National rights ts 

NOT MERELY A JEWISH QUESTION. 
It is larger than that. Nor does it apply only to Poland. It is genera! 
throughout the East, as far west even as German-Austria, although its intensity 
varies in different regions. 

Granted that the problem exists, the next step is to consider a posuble 
solution. That put forward by the advocates of National Rights, who com 
prise the overwhelming majority of the Jews of the regions in question, is that 
the States in which the problem arises, States for the most part still to be burt 
up, should be organised not on the model of those of Western Europe, but on 
anew one. The government of the country should, as in Great Britain, France. 
the United States, etc., rest in a Parliament elected ona very wide [ranclise. 
but the electorate should be grouped, not geographically as has hitherto beea 
the case elsewhere, but in nationalities, the membership of the parliament being 
distributed proportionately among the nationalities, In the government of the 
country also, each nationality should have a direct representative, who would be 
in a sense a /iaison between the government of the country as a whole, and the 
controlling body of the nationality. In matters of generalcoacern, the govern 
ment would have supreme control, and for these purposes would tax all tie 
inhabitants on an equal basis. But in matters that concern the members of 4 
nationality only, such as education, religious worship, poor relief and other 
social problems, the nationality through its governing body should have 

ABSOLUTE AUTONOMY. 
Of any general tax levied by the government for such a purpose, the due pro- 
portion should be placed at the disposal of each nationality, whic! should be 
free to supplement the amount by a further tax levied on its members. [ie 
nationality should be free to use its own language and to observe its own day of 
rest, but its educational system must provide for adequate instruction in (le 
general language of the country. 

This is, in brief, the scheme of the advocates of National Rights. Properly 
understood and honestly worked, it can in no respect endanger the security of 
welfare of the State in whose constitution it is incorporated. That ths 's 
recognised by statesmen well acquainted with conditions in the regions con 
cerned is shown by the action of the Ukraine Government, whic! has in part 
already adopted it, and by the President of the Republic of Czecho-S!ovahia, 
who has promised to include the recognition of National Rights in the const:\\\ 
tion of the State of which he is the head. The institution of these Nations! 
Rights will not be altogether even an experiment, for something of the same 
character was long in force in the Turkish Empire, in the form of the Mi/icf 
system, which was not unsuccessful wherever it was allowed to act. The adop 
tion of a similar system to deal with the different nationalities of Palestisc © 
also advocated by responsible Zionists, and will almost certainly be adopted.

In a thousand forms we seek that secret, which b ckhons to us {rm every tree 
and mountain and stream, from every light and shadow, from every work of 
art, from every musical sound, There is a charm, a mystic crv, a spiritual 
attraction of which we are somehow conscious, but which bifil+s us to sav 
what it really is or how it really affects us. All we know is that it 1s something 
infinite, reflected from the infinite nature of God, and that in the tew years we 
live upon this planet we can never hops to lift more than the fringe of it. 
Seventy years of li e in which to grapple with a problem which seventy millions 
of years will not be able to answer! But even beyond the secret of nature in 
interest is 


THE SECRET OF HUMANITY. 

There is a tragedy in that which is notin the secret of nature, which invesis 
it with an awe, a solemnity, a dignity that do nox belons to the problem of 
nature. Whatis man, whence doth he come, whither doth he go’? What 
means his long sorrow, what the agony of the world? What mean my bitter 
pain, my undeserved misery ? Where have those gone I loved? Is ali their 
love extinguished? Where is ali the thought and feeling and activity of 
all the world? Is it dead or alive, useless or at work, ruined or rescued ? 
in this one question are involved millions of other questions; and they all end 
in one great cry: “Is there a God who loves man and will bring him to peace 
ina continued life?” This is the secret which thrills us into favvh and hope, 
or chilis, ps into pessimism, or hardens us into grim endurance, And when we 
ponder and ponder this secret, bow weary of it we become at last! “Let it 
alone,” we'say, “it is insoluble.” But to say that is no solution. There are 
persons who are content with the answer of annihilation, and who yet live noble 
lives, giving themselves up to work for a perishing race. But the most part of 
those who believe thatall the men and women of the world are utterly elim nated 
at death, and who have not this high morality, are naturally content to live 
thoughtless and indifferent lives, they belong to those who lower the standard 
of morality, and push the nations towards decay—because they have no check 
beyond this world, no sense of God, or of men as the children of God. So that 
the belief in ann:hbilation brings forth in the mass of men only evil fruits As 
an answer to the problem of humanity it makes the prob!em deeper by deepen- 
ing the evils of bumanity. But when men hold that there isa solution of the 
problem of humanity to be found in a future life, that the world’s sorrow will 
end in the strength of joy and the world's sin in the conquest of eternal 
righteousness, when men believe in God as a l'ather whose immortal love will 
gather His children tog: ther into His habitation of peace ; when men can bring 
themselves to believe this, then they are prepared to bear sorrow and pain 
nobly, to practise justice and truth and charity, and their life here below is 
lifted to a higher plane than the earth on which they move. And lastly there 
third secret, 

THE SECRET OF OURSELVES. 


Probably the unknown within us is the most important factor in our 
conception of the secret of nature and the sscret of humanity. If we could 
solve our own secret, know clearly what we are and who we are, we should 
perhaps solve the others. Sometimes we look into our sou! and become dimly 
conscious of large tracts of feeling which we have never traversed, but of which 
we get a momentary glimpse through some new or sudden happening.

And knowing this our soul rejoices in its own secret, for it knows 
that the infinity of God has made it. That personal knowledge opens to us the 
secret of humanity. What is true of us is true for all. The end of mankind 
will be a state of delight in which all pain will be forgotten. And then at last 
we shall know the secret of nature, and that knowledge, too, will yield usa.

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The “Redemption” Hymns for the Sabbzths of 
Sephira.

Do we realise what we miss by banishing from the synagogue the piyutim 
on the Sabbaths between Passover ani Pentecost? Assuredly not, or we 
should not have eliminated them. Shorn of the embellishments with which 
Kalic and others of his paytanic school adorned them, the “ distinguished 
Sabbaths” preceding the Passover, too, lose much of their distinctiveness, if 
not their distinction, The Sabbath-Shekalim does not produce the same 
impression without the “ Eshko! ” and its lyrical refrain, 

The light of Thy countenance 
Cau‘e Thou to shine on us 
Nor is the Sabbath-Zachor its old self with no more than the three-verse-parsha 
to supply its local colouring, The Pentateuchal reading o: the Sabbath- 
Hachodesh is indeed more extensive and more in consonance with its meaning 
and its message ; yet who will dispute that the heralding of the vernal month 
is done more effectively by the opening lines of its piyut 
Thou cidst ordain as prime and chi+f 
The month in which the lilies bloom, 
than by those of its parsha, The Sabbath Hagodol fares even worse, as it has 
no parsha—in some congregations not even a haphtorah—of its own, and is thus 
left with its name as its only distinctive feature. As to its poetical decorations, 
$0 estranged have we become to them that we are even apt to forget that so 
integral a part of these as "DS 1:79 201, which we have come to look upon as 
part and parcel of the seder, is only borrowed from the Sabbath-Hagodol ('). 

But the Sabbaths following the Passover are by far the greater losers for 
being denuded of their paytan:c decorations which are of the best that our 
liturgy contains It is no exaggeration to say that they include poetical gems 
which are unmatched in our litu-gical poetry for pa'hos and poetical 
beauty. Here you have delightful—though daring—duologues between God 
and Israel, which are only equalled by what is best in the Song of 
Songs; pathetic plaints bardly excelled even by the JPsalmists: sighs 
wrung from the aching hearts of the viciims of the atrocities which 
took place in the Rhineland —both the first crusade of 1095, and the second of 
1146, are directly alluded to—at this period of the year; here, too, you have 
the Jew's longing, his wistful yearning, for the realisation of those hopes and 
aspirations which ever illumined the darkest moments of his life, And all these 
are expressed in such exquisite style, sparkling with keen wit, which suggest a 
sublime prototype to Heine's songs on his “ mattress-grave ‘These 
qualities are pirticularly marked in the “redemption” hymns, one of which 
crowns the piyutim of each of the six Sabbaths from Passover to Pentecost, 
and is attached to the concluding benediction, “ Dilessed art Thou, © Lord, 
who redcemeth Israel,” from which it derives its special name. 

What was so well sa‘d (*) of th: songs of Isriel’s crownel bard in their 
relation to ma in general, may truly be said of these redempiion-songs as 
applied to Israel in particular. “Trey contaim the whole musi of his heart. 
In them are gathered the lyricd bursts of his tenderness, the moan ol his 
penitence, the pathos of his sorrows, the triumph of his victory, the despair of 
his defeat, the firmness of his confilence, the rapture of his assured hope.” 

None of these were evidently comoosed for the purpose for which they are 
now used. Of the s'x songs, five, at any rate, were composed in Spain, which 
was beyond the reach of the devastating lava stream: that issued from the 
crusade-volcanos, and four were composed some decades before the crusades. 
Lut none could serve more fittingly than each of these as the climax of the set 
of songs which embody all that is so typically Jewish. 

But if the authors of these songs, who belong to the Spanish school which 
has brought about the golden era of Hebrew poetry, and has left. the less 
artistic Kalrian school far behind in purity of diction as well as in their ease 
and felicity of expression, their verses retain at least one Kalirian trait. They 
leave so much—often too much—to the speculation of the reader's mtelligence. 
Kalir so often expects you to conjure up in turn midrashic, agadic, and eveu 
halachic matter bearing on the subject he treats, at a mere hint, not 
always a very distinct one at that. Our authors are not so exacting: 
but still they assume on your part a sufficient mastery of Scripture to enable 
you to supply from your store of memory, as you go along, any biblical phrase 
they may have had in their mind, merely at the giving of a tatchword. The 
demand may not be unreasonable, yet it is not easy to meetit when the cue is 
too faint, or when more than one phrase seems to answer to it 

A typical example is ‘offered by the first ‘Song of Redemption * 7°22 M3 
which has had the good fortune of being rendered into English verse by Nina 
Salaman (*) under this title, and of which the following are the first twa 
stanzas. 


Captive of sorrow 0° a foreign shore, 
A bandmaid as ‘neath Egypt's slavery: 
Through the dark day of her bereavement scre 

She looketh unto Thee. 
Restore her sons, O Mighty One of old! 
Her remnant tenth shall cause man’s strife to cease, 
© speed the message; swiftly be she told 
Good tidings, which Elijah shall unfold ; 
Daughter of Zion, sing aloud! behold 

Thy Prince of Peace ' 

Wherefore wilt Thou forget us, etc, 
lI. 

Surely a limit boundeth every woe, 
But my enduring anguish hath no end; 
My grievous years are spent in ceaseless flow, 

My wound hath no amend. 
O'erhelmed, my helm doth fail, no hand is strong 
To steer the bark to port, her longed-for aim. 
How long, O Lord wilt Thou my doom prolong ? 
When shall be heard the dove's sweet voice of song ? 
O leave us not to perish for our wrong, 

Who bear Thy name ! 

Wherefore wilt Thou forget us, etc. 


If the second stanza, particularly its allusion to the captains at the helm 
of Judea, shows that this song, like so many parts of our ancient liturgy, is not 
without its application to present day conditions, the second stanza furnishes a 
good example of the enigmatic allusions referred to above. Take the line: 
“ Her remnant tenth shall cause man’s strife to cease.” A literal rendering of 
the original would be: “ The nation of atenth shall become a third,” which 
sounds very much like ariddle. But our translator uses the first number as a 
cue to the phrase “There shall yet remain one fenth of her” (i.e. Israel; 
Isaiah vi., 13), and takes the second number to represent the same prophet's 
prediction (Isaiah xix , 24), “{n that day shall Israel be the third with Egypt and 
with Assyria, even a blessing in the midst of the land.” The first allusion is, 


1. Had some commentators and translators of the Hagada been mindful of this 
fact, they would not have found its phrase: “as we have been spared to describe the 
Seder, so may we be spired to do it,” so puzzling. The key is supp!red by the fact that 
in its original place this little poem forms the epilogue to R. Joseph Bonfils's versified 
disertation of the minutz of the Passover and the Seder ia particular, for reciting on 
the Sabbath before the Seder.

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indeed, easily suggested, but the second has been missed by most commentators 
and translators, even by Dr. Baer. 

On the other hand, our translation, in common with many others, betrays 
the oversight of a Biblical reference in the phrase which is here rendered: “A 
handmaid as ‘neath Egypt’ slavery.” Practically all commentators overlook 
the undoubted fact that the “ Egyptian handmaid whose name was Hagar,” of 
Genesis xvi., 1, is here hinted at. The idea is that the Israelites have become 
enslaved by the Egyptian handmaid, j.e., the Moors of Spain, the descendants 
of Ishmael and Hagar. Here Baer forms the honourable exception in detecting 
the allusion. 

A fact which has just come to my notice is that in some mediaval versions 
of this hymn the Hebrew was slightly altered so as to make it speak of “an 
oppressing nation” instead of “an Egyptian handmaid "—evidently out of 
deference to the Moors. But even more noteworthy is the fact that this very 
emendation which appeased the Spanish Moors fluttered the dovecotes of the 
Romish censors. My copy of the Roman Machzor (Bologna 1541), which gives 
this version, has it blotted out with censorial ink, which the centuries, however, 
have worn away, revealing the original reading. 

The intimation was recently conveyed in the Jewist Curonicie that the 
poetical works of Solomon Ib'n Gabirol are to receive an English rendering at 
the hand of Israel Zangwill. Happily, these redemption hymns will then 
come in for their full share, for four out of the six are the work of Ib'n Gabirol 
—the other two being one by Jehuda Halevi and the other by one named Isaac. 
Lovers of Jewish liturgical poetry will look forward with eager expectancy 
to the fruition of this happy idea, by which thes: masterpieces of the 
Hebrew genius will be introduced to English readers by the one who has 
made even the far less graceful productions of Kalir look so attractive in English 
garb. Let Anzglo-Jewish literature at least preserve the precious stones which 
Anglo-Jewish congregations have rejected.

Jews and Labour. 
THE SABBATH SANCTIFICATION. 


IN the course of an article printed in last Saturday's Titrss, under the 
caption of “ Idleness,” the writer observes :— 

The Jews were distinguished among the peoples of antiquity for their insistence 
on the dignity of labour. With them work conferred its own honours, and these were 
not the least valued when they were won by hard manual toil. Ihe Greeks and 
Romans, on the other hand, considered such work unworthy of a freeman. Many 
citizens of the Empire preferred to depend for their subsistance on the uncertain 
gifts of their patrons or the meagre doles of the State rather than work for their daily 
bread. But if the Jews insisted on the duty of work, it was part of their religion to 
cease from it at regular intervals. The Sabbath was the solemn sanction of rest. No 
other people had a day like this in every week for complete withdrawal from work. 
It gave a special! dignity and grace to the nation. On that day they presented their 
bodies to b: sanctified airesh by the Lord, lifted their souls above the noise of th»: 
world, and learnt how daily work was to His honour not less than for their own gain, 
Thus, while toil was honoured, their work became no small part of their worship.

part was to provide a great navy, and to that to the best of our ability we 
devoted ourselves—to provide supplies, to assist with finances, but we did not 
think that millions of men would be required of us. I pause not to consider 
the question—I only refer to it in order to explain how it was that suddenly we 
found ourselves calling upon our young mentoenlist. And I refer to that only 
for one reason—just to tell you that if you had been there with us you would 
have felt as I did the thrill of satisfaction that in a country which had behaved 
to Jews as England had, the young generation of Jews responded with alacrity, 
with enthusiasm, indeed racing to see who could be first to serve under the 
Union Jack. 

I speak of men I know and of things that I have seen. And I only say 
that to you, not through a desire to claim any special credit for it—we do not 
wish special credit, we did what was the bounden duty of every citizen of his 
country. Be it remembered, and all history will show it, that in those lands in 
which the Jews are treated with justice and equality, there is a fervid patriotism 
and a faith of citizenship that will bear comparison with any class in any com- 
munity and in any country. It is only what should be expected from those 
who, after all, have been known throughout the generations as men who have 
done their duty, who have sought justice and who have tried to do justice. 

This war, after all, appealed to us as perhaps no other war could, because 
it raised on high for all to see the great standard of justice, fully poised, neither 
bending to the one side or to the other, blind to religion, blind to race, merely 
standing there embodying impartial justice to all men. And therefore it called 
forth our best. Herein this country I know what has happened. There was 
enlistment and there was also conscription. And it is again the greatest 
satisfaction to you, I know, as it is certainly to us who are not citizens of your 
country, to realize how much has been done in the same way, how excellent 
was the response and how well your people have acquitted themselves in the 
field of battle. 

I often think, and indeed I never can address an audience of Americans 
without the thought being with me at all moments, so that I have even the 
greatest difficulty to restrain myself from giving utterance to it too often—when 
I think of what America’s entry into the war meant to us. There were times 
in the great struggle when the victery—in which we always had confidence, 
seemed at a very remote distance—at times even the men with the keenest sight 
could not reach it. There were clouds, very black clouds, over the vista, and 
faith alone could carry men along the way. 

There came the day when America stepped in and said, “ We are with you,” 
and with that saying America meant, as we knew, that when she had said it she 
would see it through to the bitter end. Ah, then, I can assure you, the mists 
cleared. There was a beautiful sun shining over the vista, and the distance 
seemed suddenly to have become comparatively short: how short none of us 
knew at that time, and indeec I think none of us expected it to be quite as quick 
as it was; but it bad a magnificent effect, and let me assure you that it was not 
only because you were lending all your material support; that you were sending 
munitions of your own; that you were leading moneys; that you were building 
ships; that you were sending your navy to help with ours; that you were 
shipping your soldiers as fast as you could train them; it was not only that. 

You may perhaps not quite realise all that it meant. It was the moral 
support that America gave when she elected to come into the struggle with us 
that encouraged and stimulated all of the Allies, wherever they might be, that 
brought to them not only the additiona! evidence of the justice of their cause, 
but it set the seal upon their judgment by bringing into a nation which never 
had fought except for the purpose of securing justice and liberty.

would, in the near future, be of vital importance to the welfare of the conyreva- 
tion, among these being the demand for the establishment of a new or branch 
synagogue in the Chapeltown district. 

Mr. B. HARRISON said that a Ministers’ Fund to be maintained by a volun- 
tary tax was impracticable. It was essential that the position be faced on prac- 
tical lines, and that ways and means be found to increase the income of the 
congregation in order to meet the necessary expenditure they were now faced 
with. The first steps inthis direction should be thoroughly to revise the seat 
rentals, which, it was admi:ted, compared most unfavourably with those of 0: :er 
important congregations.

West End Jewish Literary Society. 
JEWISH WOMEN IN RABBINIC LITERATURE. 


Sunday, Dr. Bichler lectured at. the West End Jewish Literary 
Sou.ety on “Some Jewish Women in Rabbinic Literature.” Mr. James H. 
So omon presided. 

ir. BUCHMLER, in the course of his address, said that there were many 
C ties in the chapter of Jewish history dealing with the position of the 
women in Rabbinic times. Theonly historian of the first century, Josephus, 

i politcal writer, who had special objecisin view. In Rabbinic literature, 
niy romaiming source of information, there was no connected account of any 

feature but merely theoretical discussions and incidental reports 
o: a few incidents of various times and places, which are insufficient 
data for even a scanty sketch of the. position of the woman in 
Palestine in the first two centuries of the current ere. The Kabbis 
moreover lived and worked among the people, and had little interest for 
the wealthy and noble classes, about whom therefore slight historical material is 
preserved to-day. It was, however, proved that though an Oriental people, the 
pos.uon of the Jewish woman was far superior to that of any other Oriental 
woman, Her position improved from the time when a queen ruled over Judea— 
Alexandra (76-67 ante). The democratic activities of the Pharisees influenced 
Kavoine legis!ation when made sacred, and raised the position of the married 
woman, In the first century not only Queen Adibene and her sons, but also 
ry noble women of rank and position joined Judaism which is evicence of 
the superior position of the Jewish woman. Dr. Bicbler then described the 
ind: education of a girl and woman in Rabbinic times. He instanced the 
many cases of learned women at this period of Jewish history. He dealt with 
ve at which gir!s were declared marriageable, with the marriage settlement, 
and divorce. In conclusion, Dr. Buchler cited incidents in the lives of Rachel 
and Beruria, the respective wives of Rabbis Akiba and Meir. 

Mr. HERMAN Lanpau, M.B E., in thanking Dr. Bichler for his lecture, 
referred to the new scheme in connection with Jews’ College. He said that it 
was the community's own fault if it had not the ministers it desired. How many 
He hoped

THE PEACE CONFERENCE AND PALESTINE. 
THE PROPOSED COMMISSION. 


We understand that the proposal to send a Commission to Palestine and 
Syria, on behalf of the Peace Conference, for the purpose of recommending the 
spheres of influence under which the territory involved should be brought, has 
been abandoned. This is prob«bly a result of the arrangement said to have been 
come to whereby inter alia the Mandatory for Palestine will be assigned to Great 
In consequence of the decision not to send out the proposed Com” 
mission, Dr. Weizmann does not now intend to proceed at once to Palestine’ 
his purpose in doing so hav ng been to meet the Commission on its arrival there’ 


Britain. 


HEADQUARTERS IN LONDON. 
A BUDGET OF £500,000, 


As foreshadowed at public Zionist gatherings held in recent months, and 
reported at the time in these columns, the Central Office of the Organisation 


will in future be located in London, and not, as heretofore, in a continental city. 


The Central Office in London is to be removed from Empire House, 175, 
Piccadilly, where three rooms were occupied, to Great Russell Street (close to 


the British Museum). Two adjvining houses have been taken for the purposes, 
and the various departments of the Organisation will be installed there. 

The budget of the Organisation for the coming year has been fixed at 
£500,000, one-fifth of which, it is anticipated, will be raised in this country, 
About £10,000 will be expended on the maintenance of the Central Office. 


NORTH LONDON ZIONIST CENTRAL COUNCIL. 


A public meeting was held last Sunday evening at the Marcus Samuel 
Hall, Egerton Road. 

Mr. SAMUEL LEvy, who presided, expressed his pleasure at being able to 
help in the cause of Zionism, although an Honorary Officer of a Constituent of 
the United Synagogue. All Jews, he said, were Zionists now, except the 
Goytsche Jews, who would soon be assimilated. He appealed for workers, 
and said that at the present time active workers and not dreamers were essential. 

Dr. Krupenta addressed the gathering. He spoke of the terrible suffer- 
ings of the Jews in Russia and Poland. Although the Armistice had relieved 
to a great extent the general sufferings of humanity, it had not relieved those of 
the Jewish nation. One poor satisfaction they had—but it was a very poor 
one—was that the Ukrainian Government as such had condemned the pogroms. 
But that was not the case in Poland, where, ever since the Polish Legions had 
started their notorious advance, the first announcement of their arrival at a 
City was a massacre of Jews on the ground that they were Bolshevists, though 
no enquiry was made, There were many women and children among the victims. 
What was happening now was the result of the anti-Jewish agitation promulgated 
by the Polish leaders ever since 1911. He regarded the acts of the Poles and 
their leaders now as an insult to the Peace Conference. When he read the text 
of the constitution of the League of Nations, he was struck by the fact that the 
most necessary provision—that no persecution should be carried on in any 
country only on religious grounds—was omitted. Every Jew, every Jewish com- 
munity throughout the world, every free-thinking person and lover of Poland, 
ought to protest against the shameful action of the Poles. Dr. Krupenia pro- 
posed the following resolution, which was seconded by the Rev. J, K. Gold- 
bloom, and carried unanimously :— 

This meeting of the North London Jewish Residents expresses its profound 
indignation at the sanguinary massacres organised by the Polish legionaries and mob 
against the defenceless Jewish populations of Pinsk, Wilna, Lida, and ovér one 
hundred other towns in Poland, surpassing in their cruelty all the horrors of the 
poxroms of Russia; and calls upon the covernments assembled at the Peace Conference 
at Paris to take prompt steps to stop the continuance of these outrages against 
humanity, right, and justice for the Jewish people in the new State. This meeting 
further invites all communities of Jews to join in and support this protest and appeal 
to the Powers. 

Dr. SCHMARYA LEVIN, who was enthusiastically received, delivered an 
interesting address in Yiddish on Jewish Art, and was greatly applauded.

A FRENCH ANTI-ZIONIST ORGANISATION, 

According to La Verilc (Paris), which expresses surprise at the close colla- 
boration of two men holding divergent opinions on other matters, Cardinal 
Mercier has accepted the Hon. Presidentsbip and M. Joseph Reinach, the 
Presidentship of a newly-formed society bearing the name of “Friends of the 
Holy Land.” The object of the Society is to oppose energetically any public 
Or secret constitution for the creation of a denominational State in Palestine, 
and to labour for the continued maintenance of that country as an integral 
portion of Syria, which has for centuries been bound by the closest ties to 
France. Further, in the event of this solution of the question, jusi:ified both 
on geographical and historical grounds, not being arrived at, the Society will 
Strive to obtain for Palestine an autonomous system of government, 


HAHAM DR. GASTER AT SWANSEA, 

Haham Dr. M. Gaster addressed a crowded meeting at the Theatre 
Royal last Sunday. The Kev. M. Lubner presided. In the course of his 
speech, Dr. Gaster said that he brought with him a message of hope— 
a message of a new life if only we Jews proved ourselves worthy of 
it.

EXPLANATORY STATEMENT OF INCOME & EXPENDITURE ACCOUNTS 


Foreword. 


THe accompanying accounts cover a period of eleven months, beginning 
April Ist, 19158. and ending February 28th, 1919. The accounts of 
the Preparation Fund subsequent to this period have not yet been 
received by the London Bureau. The funds which were placed at the disposal 
of the Zionist Commission were far from commensurate with its task, and with 
ihe needs of the Jewish population of Palestine—needs which have been called 
into being by the havoc and ravages of four years of war. It may not be out of 
place to sketch here briefly the situation existing in Palestine aj the time of the 
arrival of the Zionist Commission. As yet Judea only had been liberated, 
and the Zionist Commission had to build up its administration and carry on its 
activities very Close to the firing line. All action and movement was subject to 
arigid military machine. The Commission, therefore, in the initial stages of 
its work, found itself faced by difficulties which were beyond its control, and 
which rendered its task more complicated. The restrictions placed on the 
importation of personnel into Palestine hindered for some time the 
establshment of an efficient administration, and the Commission was 
compelled to make use of the scanty human material which it found 
in Judea, which in its turn had been impoverished by the deportation by 
the Turks to the North and into Syria of the best elements of the Jewish popu- 
lation. Moreover, the moral, material and physical exhaustion of the Jewish 
popu ation, brought about by thesuffering and hardships which they had under- 
gone under the Turkish régime, added to the difficulties of the task. In not 
knowing what the morrow would bring, living in constant fear of 
exile and deportation, forced to pay large and substantial bribes to the 
Turkish Officials in order to assure themselves immunity from wholesale robbery 
and p.liage, it is not surprising that the Jewish population was unable to cope 


with the task of rehabilitating the economic and cultura! life of the country, 
The |:beration of Samaria and Galilee in September last presented additional 
economic and social problems similar in character to those found in Judea. 
The task of repairing the ravages of war and of initiating the work of 
rehabilitation fell upon the Zionist Commission, and itis indeed true to say that 
the / onist Commission, with the assistance of the Preparation Fund, was able 
at the most critical moment in the history of Jewish colonisation in Palestine to 
ass st in Maintaining and in some small degree recons'ructing what had been 
built up at great sacrifices during the last thirty-five years. Had it not been 
for ‘he assistance brought by the Zionist Commission, there is no doubt that 


many of the colonies would have been ruined beyond repair, and a calamity 
would have befallen the new Yisbub in Palestine from which it could scarcely 
have recovered, 

\ perusal of the accountsof the Preparation Fund will indicate how deeply 
the Commission penetrated into the economic, educational, and cultural life of 
the Jewish population in Palestine. With the funds at its disposal, it was 
enal ed to grant assistance to colonists and workmen, and to a number o! work- 
mens and women's agricultural groups. It assisted in the founding and main- 
taining of co-operative food supply societies, it covered a large educational 
budget of the Jewish schools, it stimulated production of Hebrew literary works, 
it subventioned urban and rural counci!s, and materially assisted in the forma- 
tion of atrained and disciplined urban and rural police force It assisted in 


the opening and maintaining of libraries in Jerusalem and jaffa. It improved 


and enlarged the agricultural and colonisation department, and maintained 
experts for the purpose of drawing up schemes for the fu:ure Jewish settlement 
in Palestine. Itecreated a Jewish Press Bureau, and took the first step in 
creating a department of Public Works. 

The expenditure of the Preparation Fund in Palestine falls under the 
following headings ;

Loans, £E39,686,402. 


The amount under this heading is approximately 33 per cent. of the total. 
This form of expenditure may be considered as direct and positive reconstruc- 
tion work, This expenditure concerns wholly the maintenance and reparation 
work in the Jewish colonies, and its character—as loans—is due to the uafailing 
resistance of the colonists and workmen against any form of philanthropy or 
charity being introduced into their economic system. It is to be anticipated 
that a large portion of these loans will be repaid, as both the colonists and 
workmen are determined even at the cost of sacrifices to make every eltort to 
liquidate their obligations. 


Co-Operative Food Supplies Societies. 


These societies were founded by workmen and artisans, and later joined by 
the professional classes at a time when the prices of foods:ufts were almost 
prohibitive, and it was felt that unless the workmen combined to make their 
wn purchases, which they could distribute among themselves at Ser aggre 
Prices, they would be at the mercy of the open market and — 
Proiiteers. The loan of £12,500, part of which has alreat y 

N repaid, made to the two existing co-operative societies Was 


granied after a close investigation into their usefulness and financial stands 
ing. The loans enabled the members of these societies to purchase foodstuffs 
and sell them to their members at moderate prices. The experience gained 
during the year of war bas proved tnat this form of co-operative society is 
perhaps the most rational means for alleviating the sufferings of the working 
classes due to the dearness of foodsiufis. This was especially felt after the 
liberation of Judea, when prices in general increased enormously. Though as 
a result of the liberation of Galilee and the conclusion of the Armistice, prices 
have declined, and have thus reduced the value of the stocks held by the 
Societies, the administrators of these two societies intend to meet their liabili- 
ties, and it is the opinion of those competent to judge that the loans will be 
repaid. The usefulness of these Societies even in normal times cannot be 
Over-estimated, and it is the intention of the Zionist Commission to provide 
the necessary means for their maintenance, so that they may continue to carry 
on their work, 


Agricultural Colonies (Va'Adim: Municipal Councils) 


The loans under this heading mainly cover the municipal and adminis- 
trative budgets of a number of colonies which, through lack of funds, were 
unable to carry on their normal activities. 


Agricultural Societies and Colonisation Groups. 


These loans should be considered in the light of assistance at critical 
moments in the life of these Societies and Groups. Ata time when ploughing 
and other soil preparation work was essential for the rassing of the year's crops, 
the Commission was able to come to the.r assistance, and the plantations were 
saved from ruin. 


Co-Operative Societies. 


An impetus was given by the Commission tothe form ition of Co-operative 
Workmen's Agricultural Societies for the cultivation o! c:reals, vegetables, and 
for horticulture on a co-operative basis. This type of agricultural activity is 
eminently important from a colonisation point of view. Whilst a number of the 
members of these Societies are experienced agriculturists who have lived for 
many years in the country, a considerable number of them are non-experiencec 
city dwellers, who find in these co-operative groups a means of receiving agri- 
cultural training. It is oftea difficult for them to find agricultural work in the 
Jewish Colonies, where they have to compete with low paid Arab labour. 

During the war, this type of Workmen's Group has given satisfactory 
results, particularly in Samaria and Galilee, and it has formad a valuable 
training ground for Jewish agricultural labourers and peasant proprietors. The 
repayment of the loans granted to these workmen's grouns depend mainly upor 
the results of the crops. On the other hand, there can be no doubi thata 
valuable contribution to the developmeat of Jewish colonisation in Palestine 
has been effected by the financial assistance given to the societies 

It is interesting to note that the Commission assisted a number of Jewish 
fishermen by granting them a loan for the purpose of purchasing fishing tackle, 
and it- may be said that the beginnings have been laid of a Jewish fishing 
industry along the Mediterranean coast. If efficiently organised and carried 
on, it is to be anticipated that a prosperous industry wi'lbe developed. 


Education and Culture Depariment. 


The problem of re-organising the school system of Palestine seriously 
engaged the attention of the Commission. The deportation of the best material 
amongst the teachers to the north by the Turks, the demora'isation and dis- 
organisation consequent upon the cutting off of Palestine from the outside 
world, the lack of funds, the consequent poverty of the teaching staffs, the 
prohibitive prices of foods'uffs, all joined together to bring a quantitive and 
qualitative diminution of teaching efficiency, Yet in spite of these conditions the 
teachers of all grades who remained held courageously to theic posts, and 
perhaps there is nothing more inspiring than the tho: g it that though harassed 
by moral sufferings and semi-starvation, they stedfasi.y kept in view the main- 
tenance of the flame of Hebrew education and culture as the first essential of 
Jewish life in Palestine. One of the first tasks of the Commission was an inves- 
tigation of the conditions under which the teachers lived add worked and of 
their salaries, which were woefully inadequate for the purchase of even the bare 
necessaries of life. An immediate grant of 46,000 was given to the Palestine 
Zionist Office, under whose control the Va'ad Hachinuch (Education Com- 
mittee) was working at the head of the Va’ad-Hachinuch is Dr. Lurie 
who is acting as Chief School Inspector, Dr, Tourov and Dr. 
Ep:tein are responsible for the preparation and publication of Hebrew text 
books and school literature. Anattempt was made not only to improve the 
conditions of the teachers, and thus their effi iency, but also to increase 
their numbers. Experienced Pavestinian teachers, who had been exiled 
from Palestine on the outbreak of war, were recalled, and a number of new 
teachers engaged. Moreover, it was found that the number of Hebrew schools 
was far from commensurate with the needs of the population and new schools 
were opened and staffed. 


In the month of June, 1913, the Hilfsverein schools were closed by the 
British Military administration, and the Zionist Commission was informed that 
if it desired to take over the schools, the administration would allow them to be 
used for educational purposes, provided that they came within the Hebrew 
school system of Palestine. On the initiative of the Commission, therefore, the 
Va'ad Hachinuch took them over and introduced the curriculum of the Hebrew 
schools. Hitherto these schools, like the Alliance school and th: Evelina 
de Rothschild school, stood outside the Zionist Schools, and had prevented the 
unification of the educational system of Palestine, The inciusion of the 
Hilfsverern schools, therefore, into those schools under the control of the 
Va'ad Hachinuch, meant a big stride forward in the unification of the school 
system of Palestine. 


Educational and cultural work absorbed approximately 34°5 per cent. of 
the total expenditure. It may be worth while to point out here that a sum of 
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£8,000 monthly, or even more, may be required to cover the present school 


budget of Palestine for the current year. 


The increase is, in the main, due to the following reasons. Firstly, only a 
small part of the budget of the Galilee Schools was borne last year by the 


Commission—a sum of about 4 £1,000 over an academic period of ten months, 
as during these months no communication was possible with Galilee ; secondly, 


there has been a considerable increase in teachers’ salaries. The high cost of 
living compelled the Commission to grant an increase of 75 per cent. to 100 per 
cent. to the teachers. In Palestine, uncertificated teachers receive eight Egyptian 
Certificated teachers receive 


pounds per month for thirty hours per week. 
#10 per month for thirty hours per week. 


Teachers with a degree receive {E15 for 24 hours per week. 
After two years’ service teachers receive an increase of 25 per cent, 
After five 40 per cent.. 


and, thirdly, the increase in the budget is due to the large number of new 
schools which have come under the control of the Education Committee. The 
taking over of the Hilfsverein Schools, the opening of new schools, and the 
imtroduction of a uniform curriculum have all assisted in swelling school expendi- 
ture, A significant and welcome feature has been the success attending the 
endeavours of the Va'ad Hachinuch to rope inthe schools of the orthodox com- 
munity under its administration and supervision. In co-operation with a super- 


vising committee of the orthodox community, the following orthodox schools 
were taken over :—

Considerable progress has further been made towards the unification of the 
school system by the inclusion of the Colonists Schools within the Va'ad 
Hachinuch Administration. Whilst it means an additional charge of /E2,184 


per annum and an increasing annual charge with each succeeding year, its 
importance cannot be over-estimated. 


The number of schools now controlled by the Va'ad Hachinuch and in the 
last instance by the Commission is :

These figures will be largely increased when the schools of the colonies will 
have been completely taken over by the Vaad Hachinuch. 


A few figures relative to the school expenditure during the year 1918 will 
be of interest. The total expenditure amounted to £E21,391, In Jerusalem 
the amounts were appropriated as follows:

During the greater part of 1915, many of the laffa schools were closed 
owing to the evacuation of Jaffa. A number of colonists’ schools and two 
schools at Hebron were subventioned by the Va'ad Hachinuch, which contribu- 
tions absorbed a sum of £/E1,330. During the year 1918 a number of pupils in 
Jerusalem and Jafia, temporarily cut off from their parents and relatives, had 
to be maintained by the Va'ad Hachinuch, and a sum of 4 E1,246 was expended 
for this purpose. 


In the period under review, it was only possible in the latter months of the 
year to come into touch with Samaria and Galilee, and this fact accounts for 
the small sum of / £1,004 standing to the expenditure account of schools in 
Haifa, Tiberias, Safed, and Damascus. It will be obvious that the educational 
demands made by Samaria and Galilee during the current year will swell the 
school budget to a considerable degree. 


To sum up, therefore, the assistance given by the Zionist Commission to 
the Education Committee through the Preparation Fund has enabled it in afew 
months to improve considerably the efficiency of the teachers, to extend ‘he 
range of its educational administration, has assisted in a large measure in 
bringing about the unification of the Hebrew School system in Palestine—the 
only schools standing out now being the Evelina de Rothschild School and a 
few small schools of the Alliance Israélite Universelle, and has more firmly 
laid the foundation of the rock of Hebrew education and culture against which, 
it is hoped, that the Yiddish stream, when once the floodgates of Eastern 
Europe are opened, will beat in vain. 


Too much emphasis cannot be laid on the tremendous importance of the 
educational work in Palestine, especially now on the eve of a large mass emi- 
gration from Europe, and particularly in view of the great awakening of the 
national spirit in all Jewish centres of the Diaspora, In Palestine, there must 
be created the spiritual centre of Jewish life and learning, sothat the Jews of the 
Galuth may find there an ever constant source of Jewish inspiration, and thus 
keep the flame of Judaism and ils traditions burning steadily and undiminished, 


In the realm of cultural work, the Commission readily gave ASSistanc 
wherever pure Hebrew culture could be furthered. An interesting fea ure 5 
cultural work was the formation of a cultural Committee of lTewish workmen 
and women. This Committee was formed for the purpose of founding work 
men’s educational courses, and to be chiefly attended by the Jewish agricy :\);.) 
labourers. A scheme was submitted for the founding of a Jewish Workme, 5 
Institute on lines similar to the Workmen's Institutes in Western Europe. lhe 
scheme is one of extreme educational value, and it is hoped that, with the 
assistance of the Commission, this educational venture will be developed. 


Communal Organisations. 


The subventions under this heading represent assistance given (4 
municipal and communal councils for special expenditures, which wil! probably 
be borne in the future by the councils themselves. 


Social and Economic Groups. 


The subventions under this head represent assistance to a number of work- 
men's and artisans’ groups, which were unable, owing to lack of funds. to 
carry on their normal activities, 


Agriculture and Colonisation Department. 


In conjunction with the Palestine Zionist Office, the Agrculture and 
Colonisation Department was re-organised, and the scope of its activity extended. 
The Commission granted assistance to the colonists of Kfar Saba to repair the 
damages resulting from the war, This once prosperous colony had been 
almost razed to the ground. The money has been expended on the repairiny 
of houses and orchards where possible. 


An attempt is being made to improve the material and moral conditions 
under which the Yemenites are living, and this task has been initiated by 
improving their living quarters. Houses have been repaired and better san tary 
conditions introduced, 


The large forest of Hederah and the Herzl forest have been partly 


destroyed, and the department has begun the preparatory work of re affores: 
tion in these forests. It is natural to expect that the Agriculture and Calonisa 
tion Departmen: will grow rapidly, and will be of considerable importance io 


the economic development of Palestine, 


Department of Public Works. 


The formation of this department signals the first step in the carrying out 
of works of public utility. The drainage of swamps in the coastal region hia a 
twofold value: firstly, it eradicates breeding places of disease, and secondly, 


reclaims splendidly fertile land for cultivation. 


The military authorities having introduced a waterpip2: supply system into 
the city of Jerusalem, representations were made by the Commission to have 
this system continued to the Jewish Suburbs, where water cisterns only olan. 
It is anticipated that when this work is completed it will be possible to c!ose up 
a number of cisterns—-often breeding-places for mosquitos —the carriers of such 
endemic diseases as malaria, typhus. One of the conditions attaching to '\e 
grant was that only Jewish labour was to be employed on the work. Thsis 
the first step in the introduction of modern sanitation and liygiene into 
Jerusalem, so necessary for the amelioration of the conditions of life there. 


General Administraticn. 


Under this heading fall those charges which in the main were incurred io 
the administration of the Jewish population of Palestine. 


A Press Bureau was opened for propaganda purposes, and experienced 
organisers have been placed at its head. The press in the East is inthe mun 
ignorant of, and at times hostile to, Zionist aims in Palestine, and the | 
Bureau is invaluable means for the dissemination of the true aims and obse 


of Zionist activity, and is an instrument of the first importance for clearing 
away misconception which exist in the minds of non-Jews in Egypt and Syria. 
It is anticipated that the Press Bureau will be an increasing charge 02 the 
Commission, for a considerable amount of education work has still to be 
carried on, 


The Commission, with the assistance of the Military Administration, |as 
been the means of creating a disciplined and well-trained Jewish Police Force, 
which by the incorruptible honesty, courage, loyalty and discipline o! 1's 
members, has done a great deal towards maintaining the prestige and dignity 
of the Jewish Community in Palestine. 


The budget of the Palestine Zionist Office, prior to the arrival of the om 
mission in Palestine, had been largely covered by the Provisional Executive of 
New York. The Palestine Zionist Office has played an important role in We 
development of the New Yishub. It is the Ministry of the Interior, and on * 
falls all those problems which deal with the internal development of the Jews) 
population in Palestine. It has its headquarters in Jaffa, Jerusa'em, and Ga: ce, 
and during the war, under the leadership of Dr. Jacob Thon, has done yeon1 


service as the pivot and the binder together of the Jewish Community, \\1°5 
the statement of accounts for the complete financial period will be pub ished, 
the details of the budget of the Palestine Zionist Office will be included. 


Administrative Charges. 


The maintenance and administrative expenditure of the Commission {1 
under this heading. The principle underlying this expenditure was the cre! 
of such an efficient organisation as local conditions would allow, The obs'a °s 
to be surmounted were many, and no little credit is due to the members 0! ‘°° 
Commission for the manner in which they worked in an atmosphere not als) 
conducive to a high degree of calm and efficient work, 


The purchase of three automobiles was made on the advice and instructions 


of the military authorities. Transport in Palestine, particularly when the Com 


mission was working close to the firing line, was of such a limited and restricted 
character that unless the Commission purchased it own means of transpor'. ''

NOTE ON THE INCOME AND EXPENDITURE ACCOUNTS. 


The Statement of Accounts printed above of the Zionist Organisation, London Bureau, covers a period of 19 months from 


July 22nd, 1917, the date the London Bureau was first opened, to February 28th, 1919. 


During this period the total income 


received was £131,643 17s. 1d., and the total expenditure amounted to £102,472 1s. 10d., leaving a balance in the Bank of 


£29,171 15s. 3d. 


The Income is made up of £130,863 10s. 9d., being contributions to the Preparation Fund, £45 15s. 7d., from Sales of 


Literature, and £734 10s. 9d. Bank Interest. 


The Expenditure shows that £82,000 12s. has been expended in connection with work in Palestine, the main item being 
£74,806 Os. 64., forwarded to the Zionist Commission; £11,474 63. spent on the organisations in England, on the Continent, and 


in Egypt. 


The cost of administering the above expenditure is £6,143 11s. 84., or approximately 65 per cent. 
must be added £1,315 8s. 11d., being the cost of collecting the 
and literature, making a total cost of £8,997 3s. 10d. 


To this amount 
Preparation Fund in England, and £1,538 3s. 5d. in propaganda 
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Music and Drama. 


There is still great activity in the masical world, and it is difficult for 
concert-goers to decide what most demands their attendance. Lovers of music 
have attended in full force at the Queen's Hall for the Beethoven Festival 
concerts under the baA‘on of Sir Henry J]. Wood, to mark the twenty-fifth 
anniversary of Mc. Robert Newman's management. 

This week also sees the commencement of a new series of All British 
concerts organis:d by Mr. Isidore de Lara at Steinway Hall. Interesting 
inclusions in the first programme were the duets selected from his opera “ Amy 
Robsart,” recently revived by the Carl Rosa Opera Company. At the concert 
on Wednesday next Mr. Mark Hambourg will appear, as well as the Allied 
Sffing Quartet. 

Another item of musical interest is the arrival of the Carl Rosa Opera 
Company at the King’s Theatre, Hammersmith, for a month's season. 

An interesting concert was given on Thursday week by Louis Godowsky, 
the young violinist, who has already created so favourable an impression. 
With the support of the London Symphony Orchestra, conducted by Mr. 
Hamilton Harty, he acquitted himself well in two works, the selection of which 
alone entitles him_to be considered a musician of no mean order. Drahms 
Concerto in D, and the Paganini Concerto in the same key, are both works 
which depend mainly. on a brilliant technique, and excellent results were 
obtained. “The orchestral items included Wagner's “ Meistersinger ” Overture, 
a Scherzo of Berlioz, and the Symphonic Fantasy of Tcha:kowsky, “ Francesca 
da Rimini.” 

In addition to the numerous recitals given during the week, some wonderful 
singing was heard on Saturday, at the Queen's Hall, when Mme. D Alvarez 
gave a recital in conjunction with the New (ueen's Hall Orchestra, conducted by 
Sir Henry J. Wogd. As a remarkable proof of the singer's versatility, her 
range of songs extended from Bach's “Agnus Dei” to the most modern of 
Borodin and Granville bantock's works. Not the least artistically rendered 
was “ The Death of Joan of Arc” from Bemberg's opera. As an encore she 
gave Chausson's dainty Butterfhes.” 

A fine pianist was heard at the Wigmore Hall in Mr. Victor Benham, who 
devoted his programme to works of Schumann and Chopin, the former repre- 
sented by the “ Etudes Symphoniques” and the latter by “ Kreisleriana,” in 
which Mr. Benham played with a lucidity and clarity of phrasing that made his 
readings distinctive.

Jewish Maternity Home. 


Tie annual meeting of the Jewish Maternity Home and Sick Room 
Helps Society was held on Wednesday at the residence of Lady Marcus Samuel, 
the President. 

pr. A. Ercunowz, C.B.E., who presided, said that ihe Society was taking 

: in the real sort of Reconstruction—it was rebuilding the flesh, the blood, 
and the spirit of the nation. The Society had started work in 1896, and the 
number of its patients had increased ten-fold since then. The Home in 
Underwood Street had i beds, and 275 patients were treated last year, but 
there were ovet 700 applicants for admission ; 1,479 out-patients were cared for, 
and 1,26 babies were looked after at the infant consultations. Over 66 per 
cent. of the local population came to these consultations, which was far above 
the average, and showed the confidence that the Society enjoyed. The Home 
was two minutes from the notorious Brady Street area. It was hopelessly too 
small for its work, and he appealed for funds to enable it to be enlarged to 
meet pressing needs. 

Mrs. MODEL, in moving the adoption of the report, emphasised the 
lack of space under which the work had to be carried on. The Society had 
co-operated with the Jewish Ladies’ Lying-In Charity, A dental-clinic was 
planne las part of the work for 1919. 

Mrs. KENDAL, the veteran actress, urged those present to’concentrate their 
thoughts on mothers and babies. She aroused great amusement by conducting a 
mock Dutch auction whereby she succeeded in raising {200 in the room. She 
promised to write a letter “ full of affection” to any husband or lover that sent 
ber a donation to 12, Portland Place, pleading that no wife or sweetheart could 
be jealous of “such an old lady.” 

Vr. AnTHUR L. LAZARUs, the Treasurer, said that extension of the Home 
would be an expensive matter. He thanked Mrs. Kendal for her efforts. 

The Rev. lL. LIVINGSTONE moved the re-election of the Committee with 
the addition of the Hon, Mrs. Charles Rothschild, and a vote of thanks ‘o 
the staff. 

Miss WALTERS, the Matron, briefly acknowledged the vote.
